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ASKING A VOTE OF CREDIT |¢

ELEVEN MILLION POUNDS WANTED 
FOR WAR PURPOSES. 

MR. GLADSTONE PEACEABLY INCLINED BUT 
ANXIOUS TO BE READY FOR WaR— 
LUMSDEN AT ISSUE WITH KOMAROFF., 

Lonpon, April 21.—Mr. Gladstone, in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, announced 
that the Government had received Sir Peter 
Lumsden's answer to the Government's in- 
quiries of the 10th inst. **The message arrived 
to-day,” said Mr. Gladstone, *“‘and it shows how 
seriously Sir Peter Lumsden is at issue with 
Gen. Komaroff. We cannot.” continued the 
Prime Minister, “ enter into details or state the 
effect of this difference in a few words. The 
whole matter will be laid on the tabie here early 
to-morrow.” 

Mr. Gladstone then asked for a credit of $55,- 
000,000 for the army and navy account. Of the 
$55,000,000 the sum of $22,500,000 is for war pur- 
poses in the Soudan, and $32,500,000 for other 
mavai and military preparations, Mr. Giad- 
stone said: “The Government feels that 
it is necessary to hold all the resources 

. of the empire, including the forces in the Sou- 
dan, available ror instant use wherever requirea. 

The credit does not include any provision for 

further offensive operations or military prepa- 

rations for an early march on Khartoum.” The 

Premier requested that debate be had on the 

credit on Monday next, and that consid- 

eration of the budget be postponed un- 
til the 30th inst. He concluded as follows: 

“The Government relies upon the patriotism 

of the House, but our intentions have been 

and are now based upon a strong desire that 

every pacific means should be used to obtain a 

just and honorable settlement of whatever 

controversies England might be involved in.” 

Mr. Giadstone also stated that the Government 

had received no communications from either 

Turkey, Austria, France, or Germany concern- 

ing the closing of the Dardanelles. 

Sir Stafford Northcote said he regretted the 
postponement of the debate on the budget, but 
telt 1t was inevitable in view of the gravity of 
the situation. He thought the Government was 
not‘dealing with the Soudan question in a satis- 
factory manner, and said be would refuse to 
Vote the credit of $22,500,000 asked, without a 
fuller statement from the Government regard- 
ing its policy in the Soudan. 

Of the credit of $32,500,000 for what Mr. Glad- 
stone termed special preparations outside of the 
Soudan, $20,000,000 will be devoted to the army 
and $12,500,000 will provide for India’s wants, 
enabie the Government to mobilize a complete 
army corps with the troops released from the 
Soudan, and provide torpedoes and guns for the 
navy. 

Earl Granville, Foreign Minister, in the Houso 
of Lords this afternoon stated that the Govern- 
ment had come to the conclusion that the posi- 
tion of affairs justified putting the army and 
mavy and the whole of the auxiliary forces in 
@ condition of immediate readiness for service 
if required. Continuing, he said that the 
operationsin Egypt had been such that they 
could not be abandoned. The Government had 
adhered to their pledges given regarding the de- 
fense of Eeypt. By the vote they had asked for 
they had met-all the demands of the Indian 
Government, which were entirely covered by 
provision at home. Tne Government asked for 
acredit of $22,500,000 for the Soudan account 
anda credit of $32,500,000 for the account of 
other expenses. England desired, Lord Gran- 
ville said, to remain on the most friendly terms 
with all foreign countries. The contemplated 
increase in the strength of the army and navy 
wouid not in the slightest degree diminish the 
strong desire entertained by the Government 
for a peaceable and honorable settlement of the 
Present dispute with Russia. 

The Earl of Morely, Under Secretary for War, 
announced this evening that the whole of the 
first class of the army reserves bad. been in- 
formed that they are liable to be summoned for 
service at very short notice. The Government 
had no intention at present, he said, of summon- 
ing the militia reserves. 

Earl Granville, in answer to questions con- 
cerning the probable disposition of troops, 
stated that the Indian troops would be used to 
hold the Soudan, and the British troops there 
would be kept in reserve as an army corps to be 
cailed on in case of military emergency for 
service in Indis or elsewhere. 

-The vote of credit' was passed by the House of 
Lords without a division. 

The lobby was excited over Mr. Gladstone's 
statement in the House of Commons, which is 
considered to amount to an evacuation of the 
Soudan. His repeated utterances to the neces- 
sity of holding the troops in the Soudan in readi- 
ness for service wherever wanted indicate that 
England is on the verge of war. Such words by 
a responsible Minister, it is thought, will soon 
make peace impossible. It is believed that Sir 
Peter Lumsden’s dispatch is certain to influence 
the British war feeling to an alarming degree. 
‘Despite the fact that the credit of $55,000,000 
means an increase of 6d. in the income tax, it is 
undoubtedly true that the buik of the Conserv- 
atives and Liberal members of the House of 
Commons will vote for the credit cheerfully. 

It is rumored that the Cabinet have resolved 
to renew Engiand’s protest against the action of 
Gen. Komaroff at Penjdeh. The protest was 
allowed to japse until the receipt of official ac- 
counts of the affair from both sides. Now thut 
Sir Peter Lumsden’s officiai account is at band, 
itis found to contradict the Russian General’s 
explanation in such important particulars, and 
to place Russia so palpably in the wrong, that 
the Caninet have decided to insist upon Russia’s 
recognition of Engiand’s protest against Koma- 
roff’s action, 

The Fall Mall Gazetie reiterates the statement 
it made yesterday, that the Afghan frontier 
question is as good as settled. Only a question 
of Amour propre, it says, remains to 0e ar- 
ranged, Although this may prove trouble- 
some, it will not provoke war. 

It is stated that Russia now declines to enter 
into a distinct and definite obligation not to ai- 
vance beyond the Afghan boundary line which 
shall be settled on by the joint Angio-Russian 
Boundary Commission. England proposes such 
an obligation es the only stable form of settle- 
ment of the present dispute. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, the Conservative 
leader in the Housc of Lords, delivered a speech 
at Wrexham, Wales, this evening, in the course 
of which he said: “Our hold upon India has 
been rudely shakea in the past five years. Un- 
less we emphatically reassert our position 
against Russia the Indian Empire will crumble 
away.” 

LONDON, April 22.—The News says: “We 
must not yet assume that the Russians will not 
allow peace. Our jast word has doubtless been 
spoken, but we have not yet seen whether Rus- 
gia will recognize its fairness and reason. Mr. 
Giadstone’s speech told the House of Commons 
that Engiand must be prepared to hear, without 
surprise or excitement, that the controversy was 
ciosed.”’ 

The Standard says that the Government's re- 
guest fora vote of credit will not meet any 
opposition. The nation, in this crisis, will 
ignore the person who asks the vote, and will 
think only of theemergency making the credit 
necessary. They are satisfied that the money is

Mr. Gladstone and Earl Granville read their 
credit statements from duplicate manuscript. 

The Daily News this morning says: “It is be- 
lieved Baron de Staal's latest communication 
on behalf of Russia is a stubborn maintenance 
of the Russian pretensions.” 

The Government is likely to provide the war 
credit by the suspension of the sinking fund, 
which would furnish $30,000,000, and by an 
adaition to the income tax to supply the re- 
mainder, 

There are two suppositions in regard to the 
postponement of the consideration of the bud- 
get; first, that the Government wants the credit 
voted immediately, and, secondly, that they still 
hope peace will make a Jarge credit unnecessary.

Navy at Kronstadt, has been appointed Com- 
mander of the Kronstadt Garrison. 

The Russian fleet ip the Pacific Ocean consists 
of 3 ironclads and 380 fast cruisers, Viadivos- 
tock is well fortified. Russia is anxious regard- 
ing the attitude China will adopt in the event of 
war between Russia and England, The Novoe 
Vremya, in an editorial, says it has nothing con- 
soling to t®ll those who desire peace. 

Moscow, April 21.—The Gazette, in a sig- 
nificant article on the Anglo-Russian dispute, 
describes-the attitude which has been maintained 
by the Earl of Dufferin, Viceroy of india, dur- 
ing the controversy as sufficient casus belli. The 
Gazette also denounces England’s action in oc- 
cupying Port Hamilton Island,in the Corean 
Archipelago, for the purpose of controlling the 
entrance to the Sea of Japan and the routet» 
the Russian Pacific ports.and declares that un- 
less England surrenders her occupation of this 
island war between Great Britain and Russia 
will be inevitable. Continuing in thisstrain, the 
Gazette finally demands that the Oersund (the 
strait between Denmark and Sweden connecting 
the Baltic and North Seas) and the Suez Canal 
shall be closed to England as well as to Russia in 
the event of war. The Gazette suggests that 
Russia withdraw from ber assent to that part of 
me treaty of Paris which relates to privateer- 
ng. 

LEMBERG, April 21.—Gen. Prince Don- 
doukoff-Korsekoff, Russian commander in the 
Caucasus, has reached Baku to inspect the Prov- 
ince of Daghestan. The General has invited tho 
inhabitants of the Russian Province of Lenko- 
ran tostate to him their grievances against the 
alleged Persian frontier marauders. It is sus- 
pected that the real grievance here alluded to 
fies in the disposition of the Persians to avoid 
taking sides with Russia, and to remain neutral 
in the event ofan Anglo-Russian war. 


Warsaw, April 21.—The Tagblatt an- 
nounces that it is the intention of Russia to capt- 
ure and fortify Herat, and says that the dam- 
age that would thus be done to India would far 
exceed the losses that the commerce to Russia 
would sustain by the blockade or her ports. 


Vienna, April 21.—The Politische Cor- 
respondenz states that the real points of the dif- 
ficulty between England and Russia are the 
bridges at Pul-i-Khisti and Ak-Topa, which 
command Herat, and which Russia insists upon 
retaining. 

It is learned from Warsaw that the entire first 
class of the military reserve of Russian Poland 
has been mobilized. The decree of mobilization 
extends also to all the Southwestern Provinces 
of Russia. 


GuiasGow, April 21.—T wo be'ted cruisers 
have been ordered to be constructed on the 
Clyde. This order practically revives shipbuild- 
ing on the river, and has already resulted in the 
employment of 3,000 men.

THE BATTLE ON THE KUSHK. 
SIR PETER LUMSDEN CONTKADICTS MANY OF 
GEN. KOMAROFF’S ASSERTIONS, 

Lonpon, April 21.—Sir Peter Lumsden’s 
dispatch in reply to the Government’s inquiry 
as to the correctness of Gen. Komaroff’s report 
of the encounter between the Russians and 
Afghans on the Kushk River is dated Tispul, 
April 17, and is addressed to Ear! Granville. The 
dispatch is as follows: 


Gen. Komaroff's account of the attack on 
Penjdeh is considered incorrect. Gen. Komaroff 
says: ‘On the 25th of March one detachment 
approached Tash-Kepri, on our bank of the 
Kushk River.” Reply—Tash-Kepri is Kurki for 
Pul-i-Khisti. Gen. Komaroff’s claim to either 
bank of the Kushk is untenable. _The left 
bank has always been held by the Afghans, und 
was never subject to Russian occupation. On 
the 20th of February the Russians located an 
outpost of 25 Turcomans at Kizil-Tepe mound, 
one mile north of Pul-i-Khisti and about a mile 
from the nearest point on the Kushk River and 
the Kushk’s junction with the Murghab River. 
This had always remained the extreme limit of 
the Russian advance within their line of vedettes. 
The Russian cavairy detachment alluded to did 
advance against Pul-i-Khisti on March 25, but 
they retired before reaching there, when warned 
ay ate Afghan commander, as they had been on 

eb. 2U. 

Second—Gen. Komaroff states that near the 
bridge he found an intrenchment occupied by 
Afghans. I reply that this position was occu- 
pied by the Afghans previous to Gen. Komaroff’s 
advance and to the agreement of March 17. 

Third—Gen.' Komaroff says: “In order to 
avoid a conflict 1 placed my troops five versts 
from the Afghan position.” In reply.to this it 
can only refer to the main body, as the Russian 
troops were in Kizil-Tepe, a mile from the 
Afghan position, and the Russian vedettes were 
considerably in advance of that point. 

fourth—Gen. Komaroff says: “When the 
Afghans were convinced that we had no inten- 
tion of attacking them they began to come daily 
nearer to our camp.” I reply that far from 
the Afghans being convinced of Gen. 
Komaroff’s innocent intentions, the continued 
irritating daily attempts to provoke hostility 
convinced the Afgnans that the Russians were 
determined to beet eey a conflict, and induced 
the Afghans to do what appeared to bea military 
necessity—to extend their defensive positions, 

Fifth—Gen. Komaroff states that on the 27th 
of March the Afghans sent against one company 
which was charged with covering a reconnois- 
sance three companies with cannon and some 
cavalry. In reply tothis I say the reconnois- 
sance in force itself meanta hostile intention. 
The Russian company meant 250 men—more than 
equivalent to the three Afghan companies, 
which aggregated 225 men. On the 2ith two 
bodies of Russians simultaneously advanced. 
Col. Aliknanoff, with the cavalry, pushed past 
Pul-i-Khisti. The Russian infantry penetrated 
the right flank of the Afghan position on the 
rigbt bank of the Murghab. Col. Alikhanoff 
only retired when intercepted hy the Afghans. 
The cavalry was four milesin the rear of the 
Afghan position. *The Russian infantry only 
retired when the Afghan commander drew up 
three companies, warning the Russian ofticer 
that if se advanced further be would be fired 
upon. Gen. Komaroft’s chief of staff, at the 
interview had on the 29th, called Col. Alikanoff’s 
advance merely a pleasure trip, but he was in- 
formed that the Afghan commander viewed it in 
the most serious light. 

Sizth.—Gen. Komaroff states that the arrc.. 
gance and audacity of the Afghans increased py 
degrees. I repiy that it may have been 80, ‘put 
if so it was entirely caused by the Russian ac- 
tion. The Afghans did their utmost to avoid a 
collision. Itis solely owing to their patience 
and forbearance during two months’ incessant 
irritation that peace was preserved so jong. 
The Afghan commander’s courteous reply of 
March 29 to Gen. Ko maroff’s ultimatum proves 
his wish to the last to avoid a conflict. 
Gen. Komaroff says that on the 28th the Afghans 
occupied a height commanding the left flank ot 
the Russian camp and began to throw up in- 
trenchments there to establish a post of cuvairy 
behind the Russian line, and piaced a picket 
within gunshot distance. I reply that the Af- 
ghan commander did, on the 28th, after the hos- 
tile reconnoissance on the 27th. place a post of 
observation on the hills on the right bank of the 
Murghab River for the purpose of giving notice 
of any fresh Russian advance, but the post was 
withdrawn the next day. 

Seventh.—Gen. Komaroff says that on the 29th 
he sent tothe Afghan commander an energetic 
summons, &c,, and received an answer that by 
the advice of the English he (the Afghan com- 
mander) refused to retire across the Kushk 
River. Inreply to this I may state that the 
fact itseif is reported to me to be totally incor- 
rect. Nowhere in the Afghan commander's 
reply is there any such statement. On the 
contrary the wording is distinct. thus: ‘I 
have duly received your letter regarding the 
withdrawal of certain pickets. AsI had received 
orders from the Government at Herat to con- 
sult Capt. Yate, who was deputed to Penjdeh by 
Sir Peter Lumsden in such matters, I showed 
him your letter. Capt. Yate afterward had an 
interview with Col. Zakrchewski, and informed 
me of the conversation which ensued. Be it 
known to ye, I must loyally obey the orders I 
have received from his Hignness the Ameer. 1 
can in nowise act contrary to the orders of my 
sovereign. Offcourse, intmatters of detail, such 
as alterations in the position of advanced pick- 
etsand vedettes, Il am prepared to arrange with 
ye with a view to the avoidance of any risk of a 
conflict.”’ 2 

Kighth.—Gen. Komaroff says he again sent 
a private letter couched in friendly terms. In 
reply Isay: The letter in question was never 
seen by any Officer of the commission, but Capt. 
Deijashoe was told the letter had been received a 
few hours before the Russian attack on the 30th. 
Ihave now called upon Sepeh Salar fora copy 
of the second letter. 

Ninth.—Gen. Komaroff states: ‘On the 30th, 
to support my demands, I marched with my de- 
tachment against the Afghan position, counting 
stil! on a pacific result, but artillery fire and a 
cavalry attack compelled me to accept a com- 
bat.” In reply Isay: The Russians advanced to 
attack the Afghan position, and of course the 
Afghans were obliged to defend themselves. 
Certainly the engagement was not begun by the 
artillery fire, xs Gen. Komaroff states, as infan- 
try fire was heard, continuing sever@l minutes 
before the first gun.

THE TROUBLES IN EGYPT. 
MR, GLADSTONE’S PLANS REGARDING THE 


SOUDAN—THE FRENCH DEMAND. 


Lonpon, April 21.—Mr. Gladstone ex- 
plained in the House of Commons to-day that of 
the $22,500,000 wanted for the Soudan, $3,750,000 
would be devoted to the Suakin-Berber Rail- 
way, $2,000,000 to the Nile or Wady Halfa Rail- 
way, $2,500,000 to the naval charges in connec- 
tion with the removal of the troops from the 
Soudan, and the balance would be used to defray 
the military charges in connection with the 
Soudan. Mr. Gladstone said that aithough the 
Suakin-Berber Railway had been begun, any 
considerable extension of it would have to be 
suspended. It would be necessary to hold the 
port of Suakin and one or two places in the 
vicinity for health considerations until some 
permanent arrangement shall have been effected. 
The Suakin-Berber Railway, he said, was merely 
a work of military necessity. The Nile Railway, 
however, would be completed apart from mili- 
tary reasons. In regard to interior steps in the 
Soudan, the Government reserved entire liberty 
of action subject to the judgment of Parliament. 


Carro, April 21.—France to-day informed 
Nuhbar Pasha, Foreign Minister, that his reply to 
France’s demand for a rehabilitation of the 
Bosphore Egyptien, in which he shifted responsi- 
bility upon the Porte, was unsatisfactory, and 
gave him until 4 o’clock this atternoon to. fur. 
nish a satisfactory answer. Nubar Pasha at 
once replied that the Porte approved Egypt's 
action in suppressing the paper, and that he 
was communicating with England on the sub- 
ject, and asked for a short extension of tue time 
to be allowed him in which to furnish his 
answer. 


ALEXANDRIA, April 21.—The Egyptian 
Government is inspecting all the guns within 
the Khédive’s dominions, to ascertain their con- 
dition of fitness for service. 


IRELAND’S ROYAL GUESTS. 

DvuBLIn, April 21.—On the arrival of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales here Jast nighta 
slight attempt was made by Nationalists to 
create a disturbance. The police succeeded in 
dispersing them. 

Ten thousand Sunday school children in pro- 
cession, with banners and music, marched out to 
Phoenix Park to-day and presented an address to 
the Prince and Princess of Wules.

Lonpon, April 21.—Virginia bonds have 
advanced 10 points as a result of the decision in 
the United States Supreme Court yesterday in 
the coupon tax cases. 

The Grand Jury to-day returned true Dills 
against Cunningham and Burton for treason- 
felony. In the returns the Grand Jury com- 
mended the police management of the case 
against the prisoners. 

A terrific gas explosion occurred this morning 
in South London. Several persons were injured 
by flying débris and two houses were badly shat- 
tered. The explosion was due to the leakage of 
gas from a section of pipe under the street. 


After the explosion the gas burned furiously in 
the road near the scene.

AN ATTEMPT TO REMOVE ONE OF THE 
FOUNDATION STONES. 

Curcaaco, April 21.—T wo men ina shabby 
Wagon drawn by one horse drove up in 
the rear of the Chicago University, about 
1 o’clock last night, and stopped. There 
was something mysterious about the ac- 
tions of §the two occupants.

They then made 
their way to the base of the tower of. the ob- 
servatory and with aspade removed a thin sur- 
face of earth and gravel, revealing a long trench, 
which led to a larger excavation about 


three feet deep. Both men then began 
to lengthen the trench. When morning 
came aéie thorough examination of the 


mysterious work was made. The cave-like ex- 
cavation is at the base of the tower, and from 
indications it was evident that an attempt bad 
been made to remove one of the lange founda- 
tion stones. Over the top of the hole had been 
arranged a trapdoor composed of wood covered 
with a coating of cement. The work had been 
going on for several nights. Tne mystery of 
the work was further intensified by the discov- 
ery that at the end of each night's labora wide 
board was placed over the ditch, and this was 
covered up carefully with earth, so that 
persons walking in the grounds, of the 
college would not see it. The barrel, 
which was at first supposed to contain only 
cement, was found upon close examination 
to be the receptacle also of mysterious packages 
that were handled with great. care by those in- 
terested. The officials of the university, while 
perplexed as to what motive anv one could have 
for injuring the observatory, nevertheless think 
that must have been the object aimed at. They 
are making a thorough investigation of the mat- 
ter. The news of the discovery caused great ex- 
citement in the neighborhood of the university.

A HOWL FOR REPUDIATION

THE VIRGINIA READJUSTERS 
GREATLY EXCITED. 

MAHONE TO RUN FOR GOVERNOR ON THE 
STRENGTH OF THE COUPON DECISION 
AND ON A REPUDIATION PLATFORM. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—A gentleman 
who isa Federal office holder in Virginia, with 
several months of histerm to serve, and who, 
therefore, does not want bis name used, arrived 
here from Richmand this afternoon and 
talked to-night on the subject of the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court and 
its effect upon Virginia politics, He spent 
the morning in Richmond and met Mr. John §. 

Wise, Gov. Cameron, and several other :Read- 

justers and Republican politicians. They all, 

said he, agree that the decision made yesterday 
gives Mahone his chance to regain-in Virginia 

all that he has lost since his great success in 1881, 

when he carried the State with Wil- 

liam Cameron for Governor by 18,000 majority. 

Mr. Wise said: “Mahone will this time 

lead his own forces. He wili be nominated next 

month bya Republican convention for Gov- 
ernor on a platform of the most aggressive 
character. Already a plan of action has been 
decided on, and the cry isto be that a packed 
court has madean unconstitutional decision. The 
State rights doctrine, dear to Virginia, has been 
trampled under foot, and resistance to it will be 
advocated by every means short of actual war, 
of which there is no dread, as the Administra- 
tion, through its Attorney-General, will be said 
to bein sympathy with resistance, Mr. Garland 


having delivered a powerful argument in this 
very case against the theory of the decision.” 

“* But what action not already tried and over- 
= by the decision can now be thought 
° 


* The one most spoken of is a sovereign con- 
vention. Gov. Cameron will be urged by some 
to call the Legislature together in order to call 
an election for a constitutional convention. 
But others oppose this as premature and likely 
to forestall the Mahone campaign, especially as 
the Legislature is strongly anti-Mahone in both 
branches. By nearly allthe Mahone men it is 
thought better to wait until a new Legislature 
is elected,” ¢ 

** What is proposed for the convention to do?” 

“To do as the State Conventions of Arkansas, 
Georgia, and North Carolina have done—repudi- 
ate the debt by a constitutional provision. One 
thing is certain,” said the Virginian, **the ter- 
ment is greater to-day in Richmond than at any 
time since 1861, the decision having put the 
question of Virginia's debt back to the point 
at which Mahone began his fight against 
thd validity of the Virginia debt set- 
tlement of 1871. Every legislative act of 
the Readjuster. régime is swept away 
and all the decisions of Mahone’s Judges fall to 
the ground. The coupons are receivable for 


- taxes, and unless some new legislation can be 


had to embarrass coupon holders the State levy 
for taxes during the next five years must bein- 
creased to at least three or four times its present 
figure. Such a prospect is enough to drive the 
tax-hating farmers of the State to a frenzy of 
resistance. It is true that the Democrats will 
declare for resistance to the payment of the 
coupons with as much vigoras the Mahoneites, 
but they wil! not pe able to enlist the confidence 
of the low tax men, as wili Mahone, the earliest 
and ablest apostle of repudiation. And they will 
probably be governed by some considerations 
of regard for outside opinion—a point which 
Mahone long ago passed beyond. The followers 
of Mahone do not regard the threatened opposi- 
tion of Gov. Cameron and the old ‘straightout’ 
Republican leaders, and the candidacy of Ma- 
hone as likely to be effective. Mahone is quite 
willing that a straightout Republican ticket 
shall be put up, as he thinks it will attract votes 
been otherwise would go to the Democratic 
ticket. 

“John 8. Wise is Bene ye with the decision. 
He hasall along predicted that such a disposi- 
tion of the coupon cases would be made, and he 
now says that William Mahone will be the Gov- 
ernor of Virginia for four years after next Jan- 
uary. as certainly as he lives. He declares that 
the campaign this Fall will be the bitterest seen 
in Virginia since the great campaign in 
which his futher was elected Governor in 
184. He says that a majority of the 
white people of Virginia will be 
with Mahone in the fight, and that his majority 
will be notless than 20,000. The-issue, he says, 
will be the Riddlebérger coupon killer, with 
-Mahone to. execute’ it. Free suffrage, free 
schools, and’a liberal administration of the State 
Government will not be forgotten, but the cen- 
tral idea, around which all the others will gath- 
er, will be resistance to the reception of cou- 
pons for taxes. The contest will be made 
in the white counties, and every attempt 
to bring the race issue to: the front will be re- 
sisted. Ever since the adjournment of Congress 
Mahone and his lieutenants have been discussing 
the details of the coming campaign, and it has 
been decided to let the negro counties take care 
of themselves so far speechmaking 18s concerned. 
They will be organized and be made ready to 
vote on election day, but attention will be 
drawn away from the negro question as much 
as pogsibie. Everything will be made subservi- 
ent to the discussion of the debt question,” 

These views are given as reflecting what all the 
Readjuster politicians in Virginia are thinking 
and saying. Democrats well acquainted with 
Virginia politics admit the force of them, and 
do not concealan anxiety about the effect of the 
decision. They admit that Mahoneism is likely 
to have a revival in Virginia, but hope much 
from the divisions, dissensions, and personal 
hatreds that exist among those who were 
formerly united under Mahone, They pre- 
dict that two Republican conventions will 
be held next month, and that the bulk of the 

arty leaders will repudiate Mahone. They are, 
owever, using the situation to impress the Ad- 
ministration with the importance of at once 
cleaning out the Mahone men now holding Fed- 
eral offices in the State. They claim that this 
must be done at once and must include every 
one of the officials in order to have a moral 
effect. 


RicHmMond, Va., April 21.—The Demo- 
cratic and Republican jeaders in Virginia are 
just now at aloss as to what course to recom- 
mend in view of the embarrassment likely to re- 
sult to. the Commonwealth’s finances from the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court in 
the debt cases yesterday. All seem to argue 
that coupons will find their way into the 
State Treasury more rapidly now than at any 
time since they became receivable for taxes, 
An effort will probably be made to excite a senti- 
ment, intended to make the payment of taxes 
in coupons repugnant. In is notlikely that such 
a move will be found practical in its results, In 
order to prevent the enforcement of the collec- 
tion of coupons, it has been suggested by some 
persons prominent in political circles that the 
whole financial system of the State shall 
be changed. In order to do this a con- 
stitutional . convention will be _ necessary. 
This can be calied by the Legislature 
at any time it isin session. The scheme spoken 
of isto amend the Constitution s9 as to abolish 
all State taxation and let all of the revenues be 
collected by the counties and cities. After they 
have reserved suflicient funds to meet the ex- 
penses of the local government the surplus to 
be turned over to the State. The coupons are 
receivable only for State taxes,‘and this scheme, 
if carried out, it is supposed by those who 
proposed it,would prevent the bondholders from 
collecting their coupons. Some more practical 
and inaependent leaders, however, distasteful as 
the plan may be, think that the only possible 
wuy ot meeting the complication likely to grow 
out of the recognition by the United States 
Supreme Court of the claims of the bond- 
holders, is for the Legislature to increase the 
rate of State taxation sufficiently to pay the 
obligations of the Commonwealth and main- 
tain the Government. To-day, there is not 
a leader of any prominence on_ either 
side who has the boldness to delare in 
favor of an increase of the present rate of taxa- 
tion, although it only amounts to 40 cents on $100. 
If the judyment of the United States Supreme 
Court is promptly enforced, it will clog the 
wheels of the State Government, cut off all funds 
intended for the public schools, and _ otherwise 
cripple the State Government. Mr. Royail, one 
ot the counsel for tne bondholders. says he will 
recommend to the bondholders that they agree 
to a compromise, which will not be oppressive to 
the State in its effects.

A FEARFUL TRAGEDY, 





BARCLAY JOHNSON KILLS HIS MOTHER, 
SISTER, AND HIMSELF, 

NeEw-HAvEN, April 21.—Barclay Johnson, 
Valedicturan, of the Yale Class or 1882, shot him- 
self, his sister, and his mother, at Greenwich this 
afternoon. Allthreeare dead. The three went 
out for a walk over tbe country roads this 
afternoon and had wandered to the 
water's edge to enjoy the seaair, Mrs. Johnson 
and her two children were seated on a rock 
viewing the sea, whenthe young man suddenly 
drew a revolver and committed his triple crime. 
They had been in affectionate conversation, and 
persons in the vicinity who had met them on 
their rambles were attracted by the lively spirits 
which all the members of the family party were 
displaying. 

There were eyewitnesses to the dreadful 
crime, and the story they tell is to this effect: 


Johnson sat upon the rock at the edge of the | 


sea, just behind bis mother and sister. The 
ladies were waving their handkerchiefs sea- 
ward, and it seemed that he joined in their sig- 
naling. Suddenly he rose to his feet, produced 
his: pistol, took deliberate aim, and fired at his 
mother. The shot did not take effect and he im- 
mediately fired again, this time hitting her in 
the head. His sister shrieked and then Johnson 


coolly pointed the weapon at her and fired once 
more. She fell dead, the ball having gone 
through her brain. The young man looked 
about him as if in a quandary what to do, 
but in less than half a minute’ he 
had again raised his pistol, with the muzzle 
against his own forehead. The trigger fell. and 
his body lay upon the ground lifeless. He had 
killed himself instantiy. Men who had wit- 
nessed the tragedy rushed with all possible speed 
to the scene, but they were too late to find 
either Johnson or his sister alive. The mother 
was writhing in horrible tortures. 

When the reports of the crime spread they 
were greatly exaggerated, and the village of 
Greenwich, peopled almost exclusively by the 
families of New-York business men, was in in- 
tense excitement, It was reported that a 
half score ladies had been murdered. This rose 
from tbe fact that a company of young folks, 
daughters of the most prominent and wealthy 
residents of Greenwich, had planned originally to 
join the Johnson party for the ramble. For 
some reason tbat plan fell through, or, rather, 
starting out together, all but Mrs. Johnson and 
her two children had taken a place back from 
the water. 

Barclay Johnson was 25 yearsold and astu- 
dent at Columbia College Law School. His 
tather, E. J. Johnson, is a New-York lawyer, 
whose office is at No. 62 Wall-street. The family 
has figured conspicuously in the best society of 
Greenwich. Miss Johnson was 18 vears old, and 
is reported to have been the betrothed of a well- 
known young Wall-street broker. 

Although no satisfactory cause is assigned for 
the deed the opinion is widespread that young 
Johnson wasinsane. His revolver was of 37 cali- 
bre. He was noted as a crack. shot, having a 
mania for sport with firearms. He was consid- 
ered the best athlete in his class at Yale, and 
at Columbia continued to show his interest 
in all athletic matters. He had complained for 
several months of ill health, and was treated for 
malarial troubles. Barclay Johnson's father 
was for some time United States Consul 
at Bayreutb, Syria, and Barclay’ spent 
much of his youth abroad. He was prepared 
for college at a classical schooi at Newburg, 
N. Y., and entering Yalein the Fall of 1878 he 
graduated in 1882, receiving the highest hon- 
ors of the year, and delivering the valedic- 
tory at the Commencement exercises. He 
was then under 21 years of age. Although 
standing high he was not considered a * dig,” 
and gave much of his time to society. He wasa 
member of the Skull and Bones Senior Society. 
After gradnation Johnson spent one term at 
the Yale Law School, but changed to the Colum- 
bia School in order to be near his father’s office. 

When the father arrived in Greenwich this 
evening a great crowd met bim at the station. 
They said nothing, but 1t was evident that the 
man suspected that something regarding him- 
self was in view. The Rev. Mr. Porter broke 
the sad news to him. Mr. Johnson al- 
most fell to the platform in a dazed 
condition, and now lies at his home unconscious. 
The bodies of the dead zre in charge of Sheriff 
Dayton, and Coroner Holt, of Bridgeport, will 
conduct an inquest to-morrow, when evidence 
of the young man’s temporary insanity will be 
taken. Mrs, Johnson died at 9 o’clock: to-night.

REPORTED FALL OF FORT PITT. 








THE GARRISON ESCAPE TO THE BOATS EX~ 
CEPT TWO MEN WHO WERE KILLED. 

Orrawa, April 21—The news from the 
West ig again serious, An official telegram from 
Battleford states that scouts from Fort Pitt re- 
port having found it abandoned and badly 
wrecked. An Indian reported at Battleford that 
there had been a fight, that two policemen were 
killed, and that the remaining policemen and 
others in the fort had taken to the boats in the 
hope of reaching Battleford. They have been 
out five aays, and should have been there 
long ago. It looks as if the whole party 
had been captured or killed by hostile Cree 
Indians from the river banks. Besides the police 
under Inspector Dickens, there were Dr. Mc- 
Lean, of the Hudson Bay Company, and family; 
James Simpson, Stanley Simpson, W. B. Cam- 
eron, and Dupresne, employes; the Rev. C. 
Quinn and wife,and Mr.and Mrs. Mann and 
three children, Fears are entertained that few, 
if any, have escaped. The Indians, now that 
Fort Pitt has fallen, promise to give their atten- 


tion to Battleford. Every preparation is being 
mace against an attack. 


St..Pavuzt, Minn., April 21.—There is 
nothing known here of the capture of Fort Pitt. 
The general belief is that the report is untrue. 


WINNIPEG, April 21.—The latest advices 
from Clarke's Crossing are that Gen. Middleton 
has been engaged in ferrying troops. His plan 
of campaign is reported to be as follows: Forty 
scouts under Capt. French, the Ninth Field Bat- 
tery. and the Tenth Royals, having crossed the 
river yesterday and to-day, will proceed to 
march down the west side under the command 
of Col. Montizambert. At the same time the 
remainder of the force, A Battery, C Compa- 
ny, and Boulton’s troops, under Gen. Middleton, 
will march down the river on the east side. 
Communication will be kept up between the 
divisions. The advance will be made to-day, 
and an attack on Batoche will probably take 
place to-morrow or early on Thursday. 

A Swift Current dispatch says: ‘Col. Otter’s 
command has now crossed the river and has left 
on its march for Battleford. There are 190 
teams, rations for 25 days, and forage for 20. 
days. The steamer Northcote left tor Clarke’s 
Crossing yesterday morning, taking supplies for 
Gen, Middleton anda portion of the Midland 
Battalion. The Northcote had a difficult descent 
to this point, grounding several times, but 
it is thought that the water below will be suf- 
ficient. Capt. Howard goes to Clarke’s Crossing 
by the Northcote, taking Gen. Middleton and 
one Gatling gun.” 

A Calgarry dispatch says: ‘“ Information has 
been received here that on Saturday, April 11, 
about 40 young Crees raided the Hudson Bay 
Company’s store at Battie River and plundered 
it of a lot of storesand provisions. Mr. ‘Taylor, 
who wasin charge of the post, managed to se- 
cure allthe furs and escape with them to Red 
Deer. .A messenger overtook himen route and 
told him that the Indians had repented their ac- 
tions and wished him to return. They restored 
all the goods that had not been consumed. I. G. 
Baker's store, at the same place, was gutted and 
Mr. Colquhoun, the manager, made prisoner. 
A raid was also mude on George Guatz’'s 
store at Red Deer. Smith’s Battalion is 
in camp here. Two couriers have come in from 
Edmonton, and bring word that all the soldiers 
around there have been brought into town by 
command of Capt. Griesbach. ‘The town has not 
heen attacked, but the outlying settlements. 
have been raided. Calgarry has been ina state 
ot great activity all day. owing to the prepara- 
tions by Manning, Steele, and the scouts for a 
march to the north to-morrow. Major Steele 
will take 70 mounted men with bim, 40 being 
country scouts under command of Capt. Os- 
wald, and the others mounted police belonging 
to the mountain division.” 

Mr. Wrigley, the Hudson Bay Company’s Chief 
Commissioner, received a dispatch yesterday 
from Hardesty, the agent at Calgarry, casting 
doubt on the report of the Frog Lake massacre. 
It appears that the report came through a very 
circuitous channel, a clergyman from Victoria 
giving itthe start. There seems, unfortunately, 
ittle ground to believe that the first report was 
not true.

FIERCE FIRES IN NEW-JERSEY AND OTHER 
WOODS... . f 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Special dis- 
patches to'the Times say that all day to-day and 
last night fierce fires raged in the woods in por- 
tions of Camden, Gloucester, Salem, and At- 
lantic Counties, N. J., and a great amount 
of property has already been destroyed, and 
the flames were still sweeping on when the latest 
dispatches from there were received, late to- 
night. The little town of Jericho, in Salem 
County, is surrounded by fire. 
sists of a grist mill, a saw mill, and a score 
of houses, about six miles from Salem 
and not far from Shiloh. Its hundred in- 
habitants all told, who were watching the 
flames in the trees around it, prize their homes 


as dearly as the inhabitants of the city of sacred 
history. They have cnopped down trees, set 
fields of brusb ablaze, and filled tbe roads around 
about high with clay to check the advan- 


cing flame. The fire has swept through 
eight miles of timber land, taking here 
and there’ the shanty of @° negro 
and scaring many from their houses. The fire 


started near a farm owned by Joshua Uibbs, 
east of the Quinton turnpike, about five and a 
half miles from Salem, and very near Quinton 
itself. For a time thelittie town of Quinton, 
with its two glass factories, a number of shops, 
and blocks of neat houses, was threatened. ‘She 
population turned out‘to beat the ames. Fort- 
unately the course of the wind changed, and 
there was no further danger to the town. 

After about §500 acres of timber had been de- 
stroyed the flames were brought under control. 
A negro woman named Patterson accomplished 
a touching act of heroism. She isa widow, with 
three little children, and ekes out a wretcbed ex- 
istence by the cultivation of a little garden in 
the barrens. She saw the flames approach her 
hovel with dread, for one of her children was 
very ill, At times it looked as if she might 


directly down upon her, now swinging away. 
Just as it seemed asif she was to go free, the 
wind abruptly rose and carried the fire down 
toward her shanty in fearful: volume. She 
snatched up her sick child, and, driving the 
other two before her, fled with them for shetter. 
She reached the edge of the woods in safety, and 
is now being cared for by some gentle ladies in 
Salem. Her shanty was destroyed, 

The villages on the Camden and Atlantic, the 
Philadelphia and Atlantic, and. West Jersey 
and Atlantic Railroads known as Pleasantville 
and Absecom have been for 36 hours threatened 
with destruction from forest fires. On Monday 
afternoon, about 4 o'clock, the fire started 
near Pleasantville. Its origin is said to have 
been a spark from a locomotive of the Philadel- 
phia and Atlantic City Railroad. In a few 
minutes it spread to such proportions that the 
entire town was threatened. The people turned 
out with shovels, spades, and other tools, for 
backing the flames and fought with despera- 
tion.’ They battled for several hours with 
the. fire and succeeded in caving, for a 
while at least, the town. The fire left Pleasant- 
viile late Monday evening and headed for the 
little station called Doughteys, two miles west 
of Absecom. The fire burned with frightful 
rapidity, destroying thousands of acres of young 
ps and pinetimberand devastating great tracts 
of valuable cedar timber in Egg Harbor and 
Galloway Townships. ‘

MR. SQUIRE'S LITTLE BILL 


GEN. BARNUM TELLS HOW IT WENT 

THROUGH THE COMMITTEE. 

HIS EXPLANATION FAILS TO CONVINCE MR, 
HAGGERTY THAT HIS MEMORY IS POOR 
—THE LEGISLATURE’S WORK. 

ALBANY, April 21.—Again to-day was the 
visit of Commissioner Squire vividly recalled, 
with its pleasurable memories of flip, of music 
and song, and dialectic discourse. Explanations 
wore made that give additional publicity to the 
now famous Water Meter bill in which the Com- 
missioner is interested. Yet afterall that was 
said there still remains a doubt whether the bill 
was really considered in the Cities Committee or 
whether the knavery of its clerk was responsi- 
ble for its appearance in the House so soon after 
the visit of Commissioner Squire. Three mem- 
bers of the committee say they have no recol- 
lection of its baving been brought upin com- 
mittee, while some of ‘the othef memBers are 
equally positive that it was. Enough was said 
on both sidesto-day to demonstrate that the bill 
received no consideration, if by consideration ig 
meant discussion and even a moderate degree of 
attention. 

Gen. Barnum was the first to raise a question 

of privilege and make an explanation. He read 

acarefully prepared statement, in which he 
justified his assertion that the Water Meter bill 
was considered in committee, and that the mem- 
ory of Major Haggerty was at fault. Of the bill 
itself, he said that itcame.to him through an 
official source, and was stated to provide only 
for the prevention of a waste of water. 





He accordingly introduced it. On Thurs- 
day morning he was informed by a Sena- 
tor (Campbell, who has been trying to 


squeeze the same measure through the upper 
house) that the bili would probably pass the 
Sehate the following duy, and be was requested 
to have the bill favorably reported by his Cities 
Committee in order to hasten its passage through 
the Assembly. Of Thursday’s meeting of the 
committee he said: “A Jarge number of 
bills were considered during the meeting, 
and in its. order the Chairman laid this 
before the committee with the following state- 
ment: *‘Gentiemen of the committee, this is a 
billintroduced by myself and relates to the 
Commissioner of Public Works of New-York, 
and empowers him to appoint inspectors to pre- 
vent the waste of water. ‘I'he same bill is being 
perfected in gthe Senate, and it is desired that 
this bill may be favorably reported in order that 
the Senate bill may be substituted for it in the 
House.’ No remarks were oifered, and the bill 
wasordered to be reported$favorably on a call of 
the roll, ali of the members present voting in the 
affirmative, as follows: Messrs. Barnum, Tayior, 
Myers, Hawkins, Demers, Windoiph, Hagwerty, 
Shea. Messrs. Hendricks, McCann, ana Will- 
jams are recorded as not present, though Mr. 
Williams was in the room.” 

Gen. Barnum added that neither Commissioner 
Squire nor anybody in his department had sug- 
gested any action upon this bili. He read a let- 
ter signed by Messrs. Taylor, Myers, Hawkins, 
Demers, Windolph, and Williams to the effect 
that they remembered his saying he desired this 
bill favorably reported, and that they voted ac- 
cordingiy. In conclusion he said that it seemed 
to him that the hunor of the House had been 
assailed by Major Haggerty. If his charge was 
true, then he (Barnum) should at once resign hig 
seat, and no longer pretend to represent tbe 
noble constituency of the Twenty-first District; 
or if so obtuse asto fail in this, the Assembly 
should at once, by expuision, purge itself of 
such an unworthv member. 

It was now the turn of Major Haggerty, who, 
by his denunciation of the Squire bill as an in- 
famous measure, prevented its reception by the 
House and caused its return to the committee. 
“If,” said he, “I had burst into a rash. general 
attack upon any man to theinjury of his fair 
fame or his honor, doing it alike with ignorance 
or unawares, I would be glad to make avery 
humble apology. My memory, | think [ can 
say,is not a defective one. I speak only for 
myself, and, as I am not altogetter inattentive 
to the duties of the committee, it is a sngu- 
lar thing that I should sit ‘at the table 
of that committee, and that this bill should 
be explained, and should be read in my pres- 
ence and no objection raised to it, and that I 
should, with emphasis, on the day of its report 
here, rise. and say that I had never heard it read 
and that it did not pass the committee nor ha 
been considered. My. duty in the committee 
would have been to have objected, and to have 
made my tight there, and by my vote to have 
dissented; then when it came into the House not 
to move, with ‘emphasis,’ that it be recommit- 
ted,’ but’ that we’ disagree with the report. I 
could have lent all the emphasis to such a mo-~ 
tion that was necessary. I did not do that, 


but, being taken by surprise in the 
last moments ot Friday’s session, 1 did 
Jend emphasis to force my objection. I will not 


speak of the merits of the bill, reserving that 
for another occasion. Some gentlemen of the 
committee have reconstructed their memories, 
That is their business, not mine. | put my mem- 
ory alongside of theirs, and on any sort of a test 
perhaps I might come out as one who would be 
called a man with a fairmemory. | do not wish 
to cast any conjecture on the honor or fair fame 
of my colleague from New-York, Gen. Barnum, 
I did not knuw even that he was the introducer 
of the bill. Istate what I meee on Friday last 
that I baveno recollection of the bill having 
been considered in committee. If I did, as there 
is a God above me, I would cut off my 
right hand rather than { should offend 
against the humbiest man occupying a place in 
this House. I said what I did on Friday in the 
line of my duty, not thinking of how any man’s 
ronor was involved, only thinking of what was 
my particular duty on that occasion. If I have 
committed an offense against the House they 
know how to deal with it. If I have committed 
any offense against any member, then I am sorry. 
J acted not as an individual, but as a representa< 
tive, and in my representative character I said 
the thing that came tome. It may have been 
hot, it may not have been well seiected, but ag 
fav as I am concerned it was the truth.” 

Mr. Oliver arose to defend both the billand the 
versutile Mr. Squire,and under the guise of a 
question of privilege he managed to say a great 
deai that will tickle the vanity of the Commis< 
sioner. . 

Mr. Taylor got up and denied that his memory 
had been reconstructed. The more be taikéd, 
the better insight the House got into the manner 
of shipping bills through a committee. He said 
that the bill was not discussed, or even read, but 
that Gen. Barnum’s word was accepted, and the 
bill was reported as being all right. 

Assemblyman Hendricks, of Syracuse, one of 
the most careful members of the committee, 
made a statement in defense ot the position 
taken by Major Haggerty. He entered the com- 
mittee room, he said, from half to three-quarters 
of an hour late,and at once asked Chairman 
Barnum what biils had been considered. By him 
be was referred to Clerk Trimble with the state- 
ment that several unimportant bilis had been 
taken up. The clerkshowed him a memorandum 
which he carefully scrutinized. He distinctly 
remembers that this bill was not on that memo- 
randum. He as distinctly remembers that no 
such. bill was cousidered atter he entered the 
committee room. Said he very slowly and dis- 
tinctly in conclusion: ‘I cannot change my be- 
lief that this bill was not on the memorandum 
handed me by the clerk.” ; 

Dr. Williams fully corroborated Chairman 
Barnum, but in the eourse of his remarks showed 
how indifferent to his business the clerk of the 
Cities Committee may be. He was in the room, 
he said, heard all that was said, and voted to re- 
port the bill, but the clerk failed to record hig 
vote. 

Mr. McCann arose to confirm the impression of 
Major Haggerty, but was not recognized, the 
Speaker immediately ordering the third reading 
ot bills to be resumed. 

The clerk of the Cities Committee still retains 
his position, breathing, much more easily now 
that the storm has blown over, and he has not 
been disturbed. an 

Elbridge 1. Gerry has written to Major Hag- 
gerty in behalf of tbe Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, condemning the 
Water Meter bill. ‘If this bill passes,” wrote 
Mr. Gerry,“ it is going to seriously interfere 
with the use of Croton water by all the institu-

The Senate devoted a large part of its morning 
Bession to discussing the Child Labor bill. Mr. 
Coggeshall moved to restore the previsio that 
Women should not work more than 10 hours. 
He read letters from Assemblyman Liddie and 
Others in favor of bis proposition. Mr. Lansing 
Opposed the amendment as an infringement on 
the rights of women to earn their ownh liveli- 

ood. From his cwn experience as a manufact- 
Urer, Mr. Arkell opposed the proposition. Hé 
employed about 200 women, and, if submitted to 
&vote in his establishment, this proposition 
would be unanimously voted down. He was 
opposed to the employment of children under 
14 years, as their proper pince was School. Full- 
grown women, however, should have the 
right to work as they choose. Such 
legislation must be harmful to mahu- 
facturing industries in this State, unless 
such communistic legislation is to be adopted 
throughout the country. Mr. Coggeshall. read 
letters to show that manufacturers favored the 
adoption of the ten-hour law, if it could be 
made general. Mr. Robinson argued that it 
would be as just to declare that no man should 
Work 10 hours as that no woman should. Both 
enjoved equal rights undcr the law. The only 
theory on which Women could be ineciuded in 
this bili! is the old theory that woman is to be 
classed with children and lunatics and to be 
cared for by the law. The bill was a downright 
insult to women. ard the analogy of the English 
Factory.act did not bold, as in Engiana the civil 
rights of women were not the same as those of 
men. Mr. Coggeshall said that the object of the 
bill was to give woman more time at her home, 
Which was her proper sphere. 

Mr. Thomas declared that the proposition was 
simply to prevent the competition of women’s 
labor with that ofmen. He hoped no Senator 
Would be so cowardly as to perpetrate such an 
injustice—aimost a crime—upon women. Mr. 
Lansing declared thatthe principle of the propo- 
ition shouild make every man in the Senate 
lush. The measure was simply one of dema- 
gogism and politics. The bill was the worst 
form of paternal legislation. Mr. Fassett argued 
that the effect of the adoption of this proposi- 
- tion would be to throw women altogether out 
of employment, or women would be hired in 
two sets, each to work six hours, 

_ The motion to reinsert the section concerning 
Women was lost by a rising vote—J3to7. The 
Section restricting the bill to establishments 
where over 20 persons are employed was stricken 
out. Mr. Elisworth moved to strike out the 
section providing for three factory inspectors 
and instead providing that the enforcement of 
the law be intrusted to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics and to District Attorneys in counties 
where offenses occur. Mr, Elisworth’s motion 
Was adopted—yeas 15, nays5. Mr. Arkell moved 
that instead of restricting labor to 10 hours a 
Gay the bill limit labor to 60 hours per week. He 
said it was customary with many manufact- 
urers to give employes a half holiday on Sat- 
urdays, and to meet this condition the 
amendment was proposed. The amendment 
Was adopted—s to 6 Mr. Ellsworth moved 
to strike out provisions requiring the keep- 
ing of books stating the ages of children em- 
as by manufacturers. As the bill stood, he 
eld, it practically prohibited the employment 
of children. The amendment was adopted by 8 
to 6, and what was leftof the bill was ordered 
toathird reading. On Mr. Coggesbali’s motion 
the bill was then read and passed— Yeas 23. 

The Brooklyn Bridge bil! was made a special 
order for to-morrow evening on Mr, Daggett’s 
motion, and also the Census bill. Mr. Daly's 
Underground Telegraph bill was made a 
epecial order for to-morrow evening, the 

ield Civil Code for Thursday, and _ the 
Wew-York Theatrica! License bill (reported fa- 
vorably by the Cities Committee) for Friday. 

Senator Daly's Fifth-Avenue Paving bill was 
amended so as to give to the Board of Street 
Openings and Improvements the right to accept 
or reject all plans and proposals for doing tbe 
work and was passed. Commissioner Squire 
wanted that right bestowed upon himself, and 
the bill was framed accordingly. Mr. Robb 
Wanted to further amend so that no railroad 
shall be Jaid on the avenue, but this was de- 
clared unconstitutional and was voted down. 
The avenue is to be repaved from Ninth to Sev- 
enty-second street, with the exception of a 
smali piece that was repaved last Fall. « 

The Senate passed at the afternoon session the 
Low Forestry bill and the Otis bill prohibiting 
private bankers from hereafter using the word 
*bank”’ on theirsigns. While the Forestry bill 
Was under consideration Senator Baker offered 
an amendment that the Commissioner of For- 
restry to be appvinted shall have complete and 
entire charge of the State reservation § at 
Niagara. He was asked if be was joking or was 
serious. He replied that he was entirely serious, 
and that he considered such an amendment 
Very desirable and proper. He pressed the 
matter. and a yea and no vote was asked 
for. When the intention of the amendment 
was fully explained and it was shown 
that it was to legislate the present Niagara Com- 
missioners out of office, several Senators changed 
their votes, and the amendment was defeated by 

to 7. In explaining his vote Senator Ells- 
Worth made a rambling and incobcrent state- 
ment as to why he wished such an amendment 
adopted. The seven affirmative votes were cast 
by Messrs. Baker, Bowen, Campbell, Elisworth, 
Esty, McCarthy, and Vedder. 

Senator Lansing will move to-morrow to pass 
@ resolution fixing the date of adjournment for 
the 8th of May.

REAL ESTATE INDEXES. 
MR. OLMSTEAD MAKES A MINORITY REPORT 
ON THE SUBJECT. 

Atpany, April 21.—Mr. Dwight H. Olm- 
stead, one of the Commissioners of Land Trans- 
* fershas submitted to the Legislature a minority 
report of the commission giving his views on the 
question of indexing real estate transfers. Mr. 
Olmstead’s report is a very comprehensive docu- 
ment,-and is largely made up of objections to 
the.scheme proposed in the report of his fellow. 
Commissioners, which was sent to the Legis- 
lature last week. The majority, led by 
Mr. C. F. Southmayd, favored the plan 
of.indexing by lots, while Mr. Oimstead, believ- 
ing that pian to be impracticable and impossi- 
ble, argues in favor of the block system, The 
act under which the Commissioners were ap- 
pointed contemplated no fundamental changes 
in the genera) jandyaws of the State, but an im- 
provement in the mode of transferring land. It 
Was principally intended to remedy the evils 
arising in the large cities from the great accu- 
mulation of land records and the confusion 

d uncertainty’ of the indexes. After set- 
ne forth the purposes for which indexes 
are required in a public land office, Mr. 
Olmstead lays down some general principles ap- 
Plicabie to indexing land records. It is con- 
ceded, he says, that if local indexes are to be 
introduced in the Register's office such indexing 

st be either by city blocks or by separate lots. 
he block plan, be believes, is more convenient 
and safe than the lot pian. The size of an ordi- 
nary city block he regards as peculiarly favor- 
abie for the purpose of a loca! index, limit- 
Ing the search to a sufficientiy smal) area. 
Each block would have its permanent number 
on the city map, remaining the same a 
century hence, while the lot numbers would be 
neither convenient for use, constant, notorious, 
nor reliable. Under the lot pilav the Register 
would be required to read with great care the 
eertpeon of property in every instrument pre- 
pented for record or filing, and there are now 
bout 20,000 deeds and mortgages recorded year- 
y in New-York City, without taking into ac- 
count notices of jiens and claims filed in the 
County Clerk's office, which should hereafter be 
filed with the Register. 

Mr. Olmstead finds that the lot plan would at 
present require 640 volumes of indexes, of 250 
pages each, or 1,280 volumes including indexes 
of liens, against 182 volumes under the biock 
system. Another objection to the lot plan is the 
constant changes in the size and shape of the 
fots, as laid down’on the tax maps, a fact which 
wouid soon cause inextricable confusion in the 
Register's office. Mr. Qlmstead contends that 
the jot plan could-not be put in operation, even 

it were authorized by the Legislature, 
which.could give no authority to the Regis- 
ter to interpret the words of adeed or 
mortgage so as to settle boundaries be- 
tween adjoining owners, or to make 
diagrams according to descriptions. The lot 
plan in New-York and Brooklyn would reauire 
ery surveys of every lot and the ad- 
udication of tities by some court organized for 
the purpose. The legal impediment to lot index- 
r. Olmstead considers fatal. To meet the 
difficulties suggested by Mr. Olmst ad. the 
majority propose to compel every grantee or 
mortgagee, upon recording his deed or mort- 
gage, to enter thereon or file therewith 
@ statement as to what particular lot 
or premises on the tax map _ he claims 
that such instrument affects, and to have 
the instrument indexed accordingly at 
his risk. In reply, Mr. Olmstead points 
out that for safety every dealer in land would 
have to index against all adjoining lots, thus 
throwing a cloud upon his neighbors’ titles, 
which no court of equity would permit. Changes 
in the fundamental law would be necessary, ana 
additional risks would be put upon dealers. The 
‘Jot plan would require the tax maps to remain 
Eeranentiy the same as when the system went 
to operation, while for the purposes of taxa- 
tion it 1s absolutely necessary that the maps 
shall be trequentiy altered. Mr. Olmstead ob- 
to the abolishment of nominal indexes, 
which he retains in ‘the block system, and which 
cannot be combined with the lot system. 

Under the block plan, Mr. Olmstead points 
out, a search against all lots ina block could be 
muade at a single glance, while in the lot system 
reference to at least 64 would be neces-

| parma novel features of the latter the fol- 
owing: Combining the nominal with thé local 
index; placing at the head of each in@ex a dia- 
gram of the block covered by it; providing on the 
block index for reference to ward or lot numbers; 
providing for reference to the Register’s ceriifi- 
cates of search, and separating the index of 
liens and caveats from the index of freehold or 
fee simple transfers. Specimen pages of the 
proposed index are attached to the report, to- 
ether with an elaborately drawn bill which 
r. Olmstead has prepared to carry the block 
system into effect. Mr. Olmstead recommends 
the passage of this bill and a measure for short 
forms of deeds and mortgages. He also thinks 
a bill should be passed abolishing general liens 
on lands in New-York City, and requiring that 
all notices of liens and claims affecting land in 
that city shall be specific. and be filed and in- 
dexed in the Régistér's office.

AFFAIRS OF 1HE RAILWAYS. 


LOOKING AHEAD TO TROUBLE. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Now that the 
Central Transportation stockholders have re- 
fused to modify the Pullman lease, the question 
as to the future of the company becomes a very 
interesting one. The new Directory, which 


includes a majority of the members of the 
committee whose investigations furnished 
the facts upon Which the stockholders voted, is 
composed of business men, and from among 
them must be selected the future President 
ofthe company. An insider said to-day that 
the disruption of the company’s relations with 
the Pullman Company would be sure to be fol- 
iowed by long and costly litigation. The new 
Directory would probably feel called upon to de- 
mand of the Pullman Company the payment of 
the old rental of $264,000 a year up to the date of 
the refusal to modify the lease, and this demand, 
he thought, would be resisted. Then, again, 
the Central Transportation managers would 
claim their 119 cars or an equivalent in money, 
and more trouble would arise over that. Besides 
their cars and their 16 contracts the Central 
Transportation Directors will claim that their 
original lease covered another valuable consid- 
eration—their good-will. Without this, they 
claim, the Pullman Company, then a mere be- 
ginner in the sleeping car business, could not 
have so rapidly spread itself over the whole 
country.

CrncrnnatTt, Ohio, April 21.—Genéral Pas- 
senger Agents representing the lines included in 
the plan of the Central Passenger Committee to 
go into effect May 1 met here to-day to perfect 


details of the plan. They expect to remain in 
session two days. Of the 438 roads which have 
signed the agreement 39 are represented. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Directors of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad 
Compeny to-day Vice-President Waite submitted 
a statement of the year’s earnings (March being 
estimated) showing the gross earnings to have 
been $2,833,371 and the expenses $1,849,269. After 
deducting the fixed charges and the dividend 
paid in October last there remainsa surplus of 
$215,835. 

Boston, April 21.—The commission has 
just completed its arbitration upon the business 
of the Fitchburg Road, covering the mileage 
between Granfield and North Adams, for the 12 
months ending Sept. 30, 1884. The amount 
claimed by the Fitchburg management was 
$241,177, and the sum awarded it is $232,432, 
or 54 per cent. of the total gross earn- 
ings—$427,342. This will require the State 
to pay back to the Fitchburg $16,228, in addition 
to the 50 per cent. of gross earnings already re- 
tained. This award also covers the business of 
the three other roads running over portions of 
the Tunnel Railroad, whose tdéils amounted to 
about $70,000 for 1884, and upon which amount 
the State will be required to pay back to them 
$3,000; this, added to the Fitchburg award of 
$16,228, makes the sum $19,228 which will have 
to be taken from the net earnings of $39,000 for 
the year, as mentioned in the Governor’s mes- 
sage upon the tunnel question, or in other 
words the net result for 1884 in net earnings 
upon the Commonwealth's interest of $24,000,000 
foots up $20,000, or one-twelfth of 1 per cent.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


THE GOVERNOR OF WYOMING PROPOSES TO 
KEEP IT OUT OF THAT TERRITORY. 


CurcaGco, April 21.—The railroads in this 
city have received a copy of a proclamation just 
issued by Francis E. Warren, Governor of the 
Territory of Wyoming, ordering a quarantine 
on cattie from nearly all the States in the coun- 
try on account of the existence of pieuro- 


neumonia and Texas fever. The prvuo- 
amation sets forth that pleuro-pneumonia 
has become epidemic in portions of the 
following States: Connecticut, New-York, 
Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, 
Ohio, District of Columbia, Illinois, Virginia, 
Missouri, Kentucky, and Texas. ‘“ Cattle from 
these districts,"’ the proclamation says, “have 
been soid since the discovery of the disease to 
persons living in the country east of the Miasis- 
sippi River, and have come into contact with 
other cattle, and it is the purpose of the owners 
to bring the cattle thus exposed into the Terri- 
tory, thereby endangering the property of 
its citizens. There are also certain locali- 
ties in the State of Texas where 
a certain other contagious or infectious 
disease called splenic or Texas fever exists, 
and it is epidemic in those localities, and the 
practice prevaiis of driving cattle thus diseased 
into the northern counties of the State, whence 
they are shipped to other localities, particularly 
Wyoming.” The Governor strictly forbids the 
importation into Wyoming Territory of any cat- 
tle that have been brought from or through any 
portion of the infected localities. He also for- 
bids the importation into Wyoming Territory, 
prior to Nov. 1, 1885, of any cattie that may have 
been brought in whole or in part by rail from 
the State of Texas. He further prohibits the im- 
portation into the Territory of any cattle that 
have been brought from any portion of the 
country lying east of the Missouri River, ex- 
cept under certain conditions and restrictions. 


Wasuineton, April 21.—Commissioner

termined that l have full discretion in regard to 
the extirpation of pleuro-pneumonia. J am pre- 
perns rules and regulations under the act of 

ongress approved May 29, 1884, to be submitted 
to the Governors of the respective States in or- 
der to secure their co-operation, and they will be 
sent you as soon as they.can be prepared. These 
rules will be full and effectual.”

GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OF OUTRAGES 
‘BY PANAMA INSURGENTS. 
CAPT. DOW'S EXPERIENCE WITH THE REBELS 
AND WHY HE WAS ARRESTED—A STRONG 

FORCE OF AMERICANS. 

WasuHinGTON, April 21.—Secretary Whit- 
ney has received from the President of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company a detailed and 
graphic account of the outrages committed upon 
American officials and private citizens by the 
Panama insurgents. It is written by Capt. Dow, 
the company’s azent at Colon, who was one of 
the principal sufferers: On the 26th of March he 
was informed by the Sub-Secretary of State that 
the delivery of war materials to ¢onsignees at 
either Colon or Panama was prohibited. On 
the morning of March 380 the Colon arrived, hav- 
ing on board 52 packages of arms consigned to or- 
der. He gave instructions not to deliver these or 
any other arms from the ship without orders 
from the United States Consui or Capt. Kane, of 
the United States steamship Galena. Capt Dow 
then left for Panama, and von his arrival at 
Manni station he received a messave from 
General Superintendent Burt at Aspinwall stat- 
ing that an armed force of rebels, under com- 
mand of Prestan, had taken possession of the 
Pacific Mail wharf, and that Mr. Connor was 
arrested. Capt. Dow immediately returned to 
Aspinwall, arriving there at 2:30 P.M. At3P. 
M. Prestan and three of his officers entered Capt. 
Dow’s office, produced a bill of ladine for 30 
packages of arms, andasked if he would order 
their delivery from the steamer Colon. Capt. 
Dow having declined to comply with Prestaan’s 
request the latter caled four soldiers and an offi- 


eer to arrest him. Mr. Wright, United States 
Consul, who was present supported Capt. Dow. 
Continuing, Capt. Dow, says: 


“ Prestan then called a squad of his soldiers standing 
near to arrest me, and in spite of their remonstrances 
arrested also Mr. Consul Wright, Lieut. Judd, and 
Knsign Richardson. As we approached the gute look- 
ing from the yard of the company’s _ house into the 
stréet Prestan halted for a moment, and in excited and 
angry voice, looking in the direction of the Galena, 
sald to his officers and the guard in Spanish: ‘ Tbe first 
gun you heur fired from that vessel shoot those men.’ 
In view of this pleasant recommendation | suggested 
to Prestan that he had better allow at least one of the 
officers of the Galena to go on board and report our 
arrest to Capt. Kane, to which he consented, and Mr, 
Richardson was released. Asnone of our party but 
tbyself heard Prestan’s order, J] mentioned it to Ensign 
Richardsoh and told him to tell Capt. Kane that per- 
haps the lives of our party depended on his prudent 
aciion. Mr. Richardson then left us, and we were 
marched each with a soldier on either hand In irregular 
orderto the caluboose within the barricades and up 
stairs toa oom where our friend Mr. Connor bad been 
since 12 o'clock noon. Chairs were brought and, after 
a superficia! search of our persons for arms and reliev- 
ing Lieut. Judd of his sword and belt, which they hung 
on a peg in the same room, guards with loaded rifles 
were stationed at the door of the room and another on 
the rear balcony of a house ten feet distant which com- 
manded the room tirough the only wihdow in it. 

“In the meantime Mr. Ducayla was seated near Mr. 
Consu! Wright and trying to persuade that gentieman 
to give an order for the delivery of the packages; and 
finally, as the only means of getting the party released 
he assented to give the order, and we were all allowed 
to depart, closely followea, however, by Prestan and 
several officers and soldiers to the company’s wharf. 
Arrived there, 1 gave the orderto Capt. Lima, of the 
Colon, to turn his men to and break out for the pack- 
ages, and svon the work was under way. 

“ Before’reaching the wharf, about 5:30 P. M., Lieut. 
Judd was allowed to go on board the Galena and Con- 
sul Wright on board the Colon. After the work on the 
ship was started [ returned to my office, Mr. Connor 
remaining on the wharf near the steamer directing 
an’ overseeing the work of discharging, but under no 
re:traint. During all this time, and for two or three 
hours previous to my return to Aspinwall, the 
company’s wharf and yard were in possession of 
Prestan’s officers and soldiers, of which there 
were about 100. About 6:30 P, M. a movement 
on the Galena as if manning boats excited the sus- 
picions of Prestan. who sent an officer and 
two soldiers to my office to ask me to return to the 
wharf. On reaching the end of the wh Prestan 
ealled my attention to the movements of the Galena, 
which was lying at anchor not over 500 yards away 
and ahead of the Colon, and told meto remain on the 
wharf, Mr. Connor having already been told the same 
before I zotthere, So bere we were agxin prisoners. 
and this time Mr. Connorand L alone, as Mr. Consu 
Wright had gone on board the Colon to his dinner, and 
from there to the Galena, 

** About half an hour after our last arrest boats from 
thé Galena dropped down alongside the Colon on her 
off-shore sive, and their crews mounted to the decks, 
Immediately on seeing this Prestan with his men -re- 
tired up the wharf, taking Mr. Connor and myself with 
bim under guard. At this juncture hada shot been 
fired by the men on the Colon at the retiring forces of 
Prestan, Mr. Connor’s and my life would have patd the 
penalty. fortunately for us nothing was done by the 
officers and crew from the Galena, and Prestan was al- 
lowed to retire unmolested. Mr. Connor and I were 
again marched under guard back to our forwwer quarters 
in the calaboose, where we were left under the care of 
the customary armed sentinels stationed at the door. 
At 2:45 A.M. (3lst March) an officer came into the 
room with two armed soldiers and told us to get up 
and follow him. We did so, out into the street and 
outside the barricade, where the officer AP py ag b 
another, and, both mounting horses, ofdered us to fol- 
low, which we aid, two foot soldiers with rifies bring- 
ing upthe rear. In that order we were led and fol- 
lowed like men guilty of some great crime through the 
back streets, through the Boca Grande, then out 
on to the track of the railroad, which we 
afterward followed over Fox River, where one of 
the officers rode on and Jeft us, past Monkey Hill, just 
beyond which we were challenged by some of the same 
party where one of the railroad company’s engines 
headed toward Panama was completely derailed and 
the track torn up and twisted, until we finally reached 
asmall hill, which proved to be our destination, evi- 
dently the outpost of the rebel forces, where we were 
again challenged. After a consultation we were 
marched up the hill and into a cane but, inside and out- 
side of which on the ground were lying officers and sol- 
diers on blankets. while 20 or more were performing 
duty as sentinels watching for the arrival of 
Government troops, expected from Panama. We 
had not been there long enough to fully take in 
the novelty of our new situation—only half an hour— 
when we Sheard the sentries’ challenge call of ‘ Who 
comes there ?’ followed bya second und,third call, at 
which every officer and soldier except our guards 
jum ped to their feet and. cocking their rifies, awaited 
the result. Before the fourth call was fully uttered a 
fusillade commenced. The 'Government troops were 
upon them, and the rebels returned the fire ‘with firm- 
ness and courage.” 

Capt. Dow next relates how he retraced his 
steps to Aspinwall after the rebels had been 
routed. 

The Secretary of the Navy has received a tele- 
gram from Admiral Jouett, at Colon, stating 
that the Swatara had just returned from Carta- 
gena, and that the Colombian General Vila 
writes him that he will soon come to the Isth- 
mus and re-establish the constitutional Govern- 
ment. 


PANAMA, April 21, via Galveston.—The 
arrival of the steamer Acapulco places a very 
strong force of American marines and sailors on 
the Isthmus. It was expected that the landing 
of this force would cause much irritation, and 
this was true, more feeling on the subject, how- 
ever, being displayed by the French than by the 
Colombians. The latter understood the cause of 
the proceedings better than the former. All op- 
position has now ended. The American force is 
distributed as follows: Two battalions, consist- 
inv of 274 marines and 140 sailors, with a battery 
of Hotchkiss and Gatling guns, and a Dahlgren 
howitzer, under command of Capt, Higbee, are 
stationed at Aspinwall. Capt. Cullum’s com- 
pany is at the Protestant Chapel and the hospitals. 

feut. Harrington and his detachment are at 
Lighthouse Point and at the General Superin- 
tendent's residence and offices. Lieut. Allibone 
is at the Royal Mail Wharf, and Capts. Reid and 
Muse are at the Pacific Mail Wharf. Capt. 
Reid’s company furn‘shes a guard to trains on 
the Panams Railroad, making six trips daily 
with armored cars with Gatling and Hotchkiss 
guns. When necessary, barracks willjbe erected 
for the accommodation of the men. They are 
now comfortable at the barracks at the bridve, 
where Lieut. Elliott bas a marine guard of 59 
men. On Sunday night the guard there discov- 
ered a man applying dynamite to the bouse of a 
canal officer. At Matachin Capt. Huntington, 
with 150 men anda battery of three guns, has 
suppressed the troubles and yielded good service 
to the interests of the place. 

At Panama the First Battalion, consisting of 
820 marines and 50 sailors, with six guns, under 
command of Col. Heywood, is comtortably 
housed in the large warehouses of the canal 
commer’. and has complete command of all the 
approaches to the railroad and canal property 
at the Panama station. 

The United States steamers Tennessee, Al- 
liance, and Swatara are at Aspinwall. The Ga- 
lena is cruising in the vicinity of Carthagena, 
and the Powhatan is at that port. The Shenan- 
doab is at Panama. The force available and 
within easy call for shore service numbers 1,800 
men, with 80 guns. A French man-of-war and 
an English man-of-war are at Aspinwall. Two 
English and two French warships are at Panama, 
The Peace Commission from Panama reached 
Buenaventura on Friday. Their mission was ig- 
nored, and the canal launch conveying the mem- 
bers of the commission was captured. 

The war ship Bayaca is towing an English hulk 
and & canal launch is towing the Italian bark 
Genova, with 1,000 mén on board, who will at- 
tack Aizpuru at Panama. The revolutionary 
leader avers that he will resist this foree and 
states that their presence isan invasion of one 
sovereign State by another and is not a national 
effort to enforce authority. Troops are report- 
ed to be embarking at Buenaventura for this 
meee Serious trouble is expected and it is be- 

ieved can only be averted by foreign interven- 
tion. Canal work is hindered, business is being 
destroyed, and the inhabitants are in a constant 
—— of alarm. Many families are leaving the 
city. 

The situation last night and to-day has been 
critical, Handbills have been issued inciting thé 
natives against foreigners. Gen. Aizpuru is 
geetee as saying he would not firht in the city. 
The cathedral towers are being loopholed, and 
it is reported that a quantity of dynamite has 
been placed in the cuartels and’the soldiers’ 
quarters to be fired in case of defeat. Well- 
known criminals, liberated in recent fights, are 
now seen in the hotels and elsewhere, Firing is 
frequently heard in the streets at night.

It is reported, and is probably true, that 
Senator Manone will carry the coupon 
decision into Virginia State politics, and 
stand for Governor on a platform of resist- 
ance tothe Supreme Court. His former 
opponents, the Democrats, are evidently 
alarmed by the possibility that he wiliguc- 
ceed. Perhaps he may. A promise to pre- 
vent the increased taxation that would be 
required to meet expenses if the coupons 
gre to be received for taxes would go a 
Jong way with the ignorant and unthink- 
ing. But the country has no reason 
to regret that the issue is to be thus 
made clear and fought out. Mr. MAHONE 
has had some experience in resisting the 
Federal Government before, and he is 
known to have shown great courage and 
ability in the work. It failed, however, 
and left Virginia crushed in poverty, from 
which the State has slowly and painfully 
risen. It will fail again, even more hope- 
Jessly, and its only possible result would 
be to throw the State relatively further 
behind its sister States than it was in 
1865. Virginia has felt the curse of Ma- 
honeism, and felt it heavily. If her ex- 
perience has not taught her howto defend 
herself against the pestilent demagogue, 
she will have to take another lesson at her 
own expense. 








The Democrats of Virginia are urging 
the President to make a clean sweep of 
the Mahonceites in office in that State. We 
believe he would be entirely justified in

Consequent- 
ly, if it were once exterminated nothing 
but a careful quarantine against imported 
cattle would be needed to keep us free 
from it; butso long as a single case exists 
it is likely to break out as an epidemic, 
The only sure method of getting rid of it 
is to slaughter every infected herd. 








Mr. RicHarD K. Fox has been fright- 
ened out of his intention to get up a prize 
fight between SULLIVAN and Ryan, and 
he has written to SULLIVAN that as it is 
the ‘actual popular conviction that a 
violation of the law was intended” he 
has decided to withdraw from the match. 
We are unable to see that District 
Attorney MartTinE has had anything 
to do with Fox’s change of mind.

Sir PETER LUMSDEN traverses every es- 
sential point of Gen. KoMAROFF’sS version 
of the battle of March 30.

The 
Afghans were not in sufficient force 
to warrant them in attacking the 
Russian advance. If they had meant 
to make an attack, or if the British 
had instigated them to make an attack, 
the British would have seen to it that 
their force was numerous enough to ren- 
der the success of the attack at least pos- 
sible. The action of Russia throughout, 
both in the field and in negotiation, has 
been that of a power bent upon a quarrel. 








A STATE AND ITS CREDITORS. 


As we pointed out yesterday, there is 
fair reason for regarding the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Virginia coupon 
cases as inconsistent with the decision of 
the same court rendered in 1883. But, 
until reversed, the decision of Monday 
stands as the authoritative definition of 
the rights and duties of a State so far as 
these are involved in the cases. The chief 
point of interest in this decision is the 
declaration that the Tax Collectors of Vir- 
ginia may be sued for damages when they 
levy on property to recover taxes in pay- 
ment of which the coupons have already 
been offered. The court holds that the 
law making the coupons receivable for 
taxes constituted a contract binding the 
State to receive them, that the subsequent 
law forbidding the Collectors toaccept the 
coupons was a violation of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, which forbids 
a State to pass any law impairing the obli- 
gation of contracts, and was therefore 
void and no defense for the Collector act- 
ing under it. 

The dissenting opinion, written by Jus- 
tice BRADLEY and concurred in by Chief- 
Justice WaITE and Justices MILLER and 
Gray, is based . substantially on the 
eleventh amendment to the Constitution, 
which exempts a State from suit. ‘‘The 
Constitution still declares,” they say, ‘‘ that 
no State shall pass any law impairing the 
obligation of a contract, but the effect of 
the amendment is that even if a State 
shall pass a law impairing the validity 
of its own contract,. no redress therefor 
can be had in the Federal courts. All 
those who dealt with a State have full 
notice of this fundamental condition. 
They know that they must depend upon 
the faith of the State just as if no Con- 
stitution existed, and cannot resort to 
compulsion unless the State chooses to 
permit itself to be sued.” Moreover, they 
declare that ‘all this litigation in refer- 
ence to the Virginia bonds and coupons is 
an attempt through the medium of the 
Federal courts to coerce the State of Vir- 
ginia into a fulfillment of her contracts,” 
and they refer, with rather unjudicial 
heat, to the attempt to treat ‘‘the 
eleventh amendment asa mere jingle of 
words, to be slurred over by cunning 
subtleties and artificial methods of inter- 
pretation, so as to give it a literal com- 
pliance, without regarding its substantial 
meaning and purpose.” 

This presents a very interesting and im- 
portant issue. We shall not undertake to 
say on which side lies the law, or whether 
the majority or the minority of the court 
have with them the greater weight of pre- 
cedent and interpretation. Those are points 
which must be determined by the judi- 
ciary in the course of such litigation as 
may arise. It may be said, however, that 
there is the authority of the Supreme 
Court for subjecting to mandatory pro- 
ceedings on its part State officers, enjoin- 
ing them from carrying out an unconsti- 
tutional State law, and also for reaching 
officers who make themselves trespassers 
by attempting to enforce a void authority. 
And it has been held that if a State, being 
the owner of the capital stock of a bank, 
makes the bank notes a legal tender for 

dues. to the State, if cannot recall 
this privilege, a case singularly re- 
sembling the recent one in its essen- 
tial character. But the most impor- 
tant aspect of the matter is the 
relative force given under the recent de- 
cision and in the dissenting opinion to 
the power of the Federal Government to 
enforce the Constitution or to that of the 
several States under the eleventh amend- 
ment to resist such enforcement. It is 
hardly to be denied that there is a certain 
degree of inconsistency between the orig- 
inal prohibition of the Constitution and 
the exemption of the State from suit, 
though the statement of the case in the 
‘dissenting opinion appears much too 





strong, and the terms in which it is ex- 
/ 





pressed are extravagant and ill-judged. 
There is a prohibition upon the States 
which the State cannot in all cases be di- 
rectly forced to observe or prevented from 
violating. But there is no question that 
the larger and permanent interests of the 
country will be best served if the prohibi- 
tion can be indirectly enforced; while the 
motive for the exemption is by no means 
entitled to the same respect. 

It is hardly going too far to say that 
while the clause prohibiting a State from 
impairing the obligation of contracts was 
required by the condition of the country 
at the time of its adoption, and has been 
many times justifiod in our history, the 
exemption of the State from suit, under 
all circumstances, was a concession to 
mistaken views of the rights and posi- 
tion of the several States, and has been 
productive of mischief. If it were possi- 
ble now to restore the right to sue a State, 
under proper conditions and restrictions, 
it can hardly be doubted that the general 
credit of the country, and, therefore, 
its prosperity, would be advanced, while 
no substantial injury of any kind would 
follow to any State. With the de- 
velopment of the commercial and 
financial interests of the country, and the 
vast multiplication of the means of rapid 
and intimate intercourse, there is a close 
connection between the credit of each 
State and that of the Nation, which makes 
it very desirable that the obligation of 
contracts should be maintained by the 
Federal courts. There isnow, what there 
was not when the eleventh amendment 
was adopted, a national credit, quite dis- 
tinct from State credit and even from the 
credit of the National Government. That 
credit may very wisely be put under the 
protection of the Supreme Court. Had it 
been, we may be sure that the disgrace of 
the Virginia repudiation would not have 
fallen upon us. If this cannot be accom- 
plished by the repeal of the eleventh 
amendment the people will not be sorry 
to see the Supreme Court avail itself of 
any reasonable liberality of interpretation 
to accomplish the same object. 











JAMES M. MORGAN. 


We have been surprised and pained by 
the failure of the Blaine newspapers to de- 
nounce the appointment of Mr. Jamgs M. 
MorGAN as Consul-General at Melbourne, 
Australia. The case of Gen. LAWTON, 
who was only a rebel Brigadier, was not 
treated in that silent and assenting fash- 
ion. Instant appeal was made to the 
loyal masses of the North to rebuke 
an Administration seemingly bent on 
giving the best offices to the. late 
Confederacy. But MORGAN was no mere 
rebel Brigadier, fighting according to 
the recognized laws of warfare, under the 
flag of the so-called Government of which 
JEFFERSON Davis was the head. MORGAN 
was a pirate; yet his appointment to a 
position of trust and honor under the 
Government entitling him to draw the 
sum of $4,500 annually in lawful money 


-as hisemolument has been passed by with- 


out notice by the sectional newspapers of 
the North, 

It will perhaps be said in extenuation of 
this gross inattention to duty in Mor@an’s 
case that the sectional newspapers did not 
know he was a pirate. That excuse will 
hardly serve for journals that habitu- 
ally scrutinize the President’s appoint- 
ments in search of grounds for just or 
unjust criticism. MorGan’s record has 
been published to the world. THE Times 
stated in its issue of Monday morning that 
he served under SEMMES as a Lieutenant 
on board the Alabama, roaming the high 
seas and capturing and destroying defense 
less merchant vessels. 

Out of courtesy to those 
papers which are still carrying on 
the war we refrained from com- 
menting upon MORGAN’s _§appoint- 
ment. We felt that it belonged to 
them to raise the hoarse shout of alarm, to 
call for the ringing of the fire bells, and 
for mass meetings on the village green. 
Surely this was a fit occasion for stir- 
ring up the hosts of sectionalism against 
what Senator Evarts in his Boston speech 
mysteriously calls ‘‘the hot rebel and the 
cold Northern sympathy.” 

Why are the Blaine organs silent ? Why 
are they thus remiss, neglectful, limp, 
and acquiescent? Is it because‘JameEs M. 
MORGAN, the quondam rebel pirate, was 
an ardent supporter of James G. BLAINE 
during the canvass of last year, and wrote 
a pamphlet to prove that. Mr. BLAINE was 
a great man and an ideal candidate ?

ENGLAND MAKING READY. 


Mr. GLADSTONE’s appeal for a warcredit 
is a confession that the maintenance of 
peace is almost hopeless. It is the more 
effective because there can be no dispute 
that the man who made it has gone to, if 
not beyond, a sacrifice of national dignity 
in order to maintain peace. 

As the motion was at first cabled it 
seemed that $22,500,000 of the $55,000,000 
asked for was meant to be spent in 
waging the absurd war in the Soudan. In 
the light of Mr. GLADSTONE’s explanation 
this is seen to be a misconstruction. 
He. wishes the amount in § ques- 
tion to spend on the forces how in 
the Soudan, but in case of a war with 
Russia he means to make those. forces 
immediately available. for service in 
Afghanistan. If there were any doubt 
upon this point it would be dispelled by 
Mr. GLADSTONE’S explanation, appended 
to his appeal for a war credit, that the 
credit did not include estimates ‘‘ for any 
further offensive operations” in the Sou- 
dan. : 

It is estimated in England that the re- 
lease of the forces in the Soudan, including, 
apparently, only the forces under Gen. 
GRAHAM’S command, will make immediate- 
ly available for service in India a complete 
army corps. These troops are as good as 
any in the army. They are already 
in active service.. They can bo landed in 
India if the provision for transportation 
has already been made much sooner than 
an equal number of raw troops from Eng- 
land could be collected and transported. 

It is almost inconceivable that there 
should be any criticism in England of this 
disposition, as it appears there is. Such a 
criticism must be the product of afactious 
partisanship, and it shows an absurd lack 
-on the part of those who make it of any 





sense of the comparative 

of national objects. If England goes 
to war with Russia she will be 
fighting for her  positiom as an 
‘‘imperial” power in the East, which 
involves her position as a first class power 
in Europe. It will be a struggle for ex- 
istence in which she will need every re- 
source she can command. To insist thit 
she shall divert a great part of her re- 
sources from such a struggle to the im- 
practicable task of ‘‘smashing” a fanat- 
ical barbarian is to merge besotted parti- 
sanship in downright imbecility. 

It is one of the many elements of mili- 
tary weakness in the position of England 
that the forces of Lord WoLsELry at 
Korti cannot be joined to those of Gen. 
GRAHAM at Suakin and shipped to India. 
It is extremely improbable that those 
troops can be withdrawn by way 
of the Nile and the Mediterra- 
nean in time to take part in a con- 
flict for the possession of Afghanistan 
which may be decisive. Meanwhile Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s tardy policy of evacuation 
is the only policy which gives a chance of 
making these troops useful. The an- 
nouncement of it is the first gleam of good 
sense that has been shown in the foreign 
policy of Great Britain since the protector- 
ate of Egypt was undertaken. 
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CONSIDERATION IN COMMITTEE. 


The controversy in the Assembly over 
the report of the bill to prevent the waste 
of Croton water in this city throws a good 
deal of light upon the way bills are con- 
sidered incommittee, When this bill was 
reported last Friday by the Chairman of 
the Cities Committee one of the members 
of that committee, who recognized the 
character of the bill at once, declared 
that it had not been considered by the 
committee at all, much less ordered to be 
repurted. ‘He intimated plainly his belief 
that it had been put on the list of bills to 
be reported by the clerk of the committee 
without authority and in compliance 
with the wishes of persons outside the As- 
sembly who were interested in the pas 
sage of the bill. 

In his explanation yesterday Gen. Bar- 
NUM declared that the bill was read to 
the committee, and that he explained its 
purpose and the circumstances under 
which it had been introduced. But he 
seems himself to have given it very little 
attention, for he only knew that it was 
a bill to prevent waste of Croton water, 
and took no notice of the ‘provision 
which would allow the Commissioner 
of Public Works to use any kind of 
water meter or other appliance that he 
saw fit. There might have been the 
biggest kind of a job in the bill and no 
member of the committee would have 
discovered it by the kind of consideration 
which it received. Several members of 
the committee have confirmed Gen. Bar- 
Num’s statement of what took place in the 
committee room, but some of them ap- 
pear to have been under the necessity of 
having their memories refreshed on the 
subject since last Friday. Major HaG- 
GERTY still insists that he is attentive to 
business in the committee room, that he 
has a tolerably good memory, and that he 
did not know that the bill had been con- 
sidered, although he was recorded as vot- 
ing in favor of reporting it. Three other 
members of the committee who were 
present at the meeting were equally ob- 
livious of the fact that it had been passed 
upon, while.one who remembered voting 
for the report was recorded as not voting. 

All this certainly shows that the work 
of the committee was conducted in a very 
slipshod manner. If measures seriously 
affecting public interests are considered in 
committee after this fashion it would be 
better if they were not referred, because 
a favorable report is supposed to be an in- 
dication that their merits have been exam- 
ined into and is taken as a guarantee that in 
the judgment of those who have given 
them careful attention that they are at 
least free from objection. The value of 
the session’s work depends largely on the 
fidelity and zeal of the committees. They 
are presumed to receive the various meas- 
ures referred to them, subject them to 
close scrutiny, and guide the action of the 
Assembly upon them. If they fail in this 
duty they are worse than useless, 

But the committees of the present As- 
sembly were not made up by Mr. Erwin 
with any reference to efficiency in the 
performance of their important duties. 
Places were disposed of as a matter of po- 
litical reward and punishment. It isa nat- 
ural result that there should be little sense 
of responsibility on the part of committees, 
and that their work should be done in 
a listless and indifferent manner. The 
clerk of the Cities Committee was an 
extremely cheap and not very reputable 
politician out of a place. He was ap- 
pointed simply to provide for him, and 
there is no reason to doubt the statement 
that he has made the committee room 
easily accessible to lobbyists. The record 
of this legislative session promises to be 
exceedingly barren of good results, and it 
will be due in no small measure to the 
malign political influences which con- 
trolled the organization of the Assembly 
and its committees. 
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PISO. 


The tomb of the Emperor Piso, who 
for a brief time shared the supreme power 
in Rome with GALBA, was recently. dis- 
covered, but the discoverer on finding an 
urn full of ashes gave them to his wife as 
materials for the manufacture of lye, and 
was afterward greatly surprised to find 
that his other shirt had been washed with 
soap made from the ashes of a Roman 
Emperor. 

This incident shows us a new use for 
Roman Emperors. SHAKESPEARE imag- 
ined that the only use to which a dead 
Cassar could be put was to stop a hole, but 
we now know than an imperious Caesar 
dead and turned to ashes can be con- 
verted into soap. What can be done with 
imperial ashes can be done with demo- 
cratic ashes, and this fact can hardly es- 
cape the notice of the advocates of orema- 
tion. 

Hereafter we may expect to have the 
fate of Piso’s ashes quoted as a new argu- 
ment for cremation. The ashes of the 
‘dead need no longer be scattered to the 
winds or preserved in urns as mere

he lost, and the en- 
thusiast. who gives his body to be 
burned as a protest against the ceme- 
tery system can have the consolation of 
knowing that his remains will exert a 
cleansing and 1 urifying influence. It 
could be wished that Piso’s ashes had, 
been saved and placed ina museum, but 
after all they have probably done more 
good in the hands of a Roman washer- 
woman than Piso ever did in his lifetime, 


GERMAN AND ITALIAN OPERA, 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Will you kindly answer, through your most 
valuable paper, what. this bombastic so-called 
“Col.” MAPLESON means by “sauerkraut 
opera?” and oblige 

AN ADMIRER OF YOUR. PAPER.

We are not quite sure, but we have some 
reason to believe that by ‘sauerkraut 
opera” Col. MAPLEsoN, in the interview 
published in yesterday’s Timzs, to which 
our correspondent doubtless refers, meant 
to indicate German opera, The context 
points to this construction. ‘‘The sauer- 
kraut opera,” observed Col. MAPLEson, 
“cannot last. Italian opera is the only 
opera that can depend upon fashionable 
support.” So it was not Italian opera to 
which he referred, and it can scarcely 
have been French, English, or Boston 
opera, inasmuch as no one of these forms 
of art has of late exhibited any signs of 
vitality. Besides sauerkraut, as our cor- 
respondent is doubtless aware, is a German 
word. 

Why Col. Maprieson should have de- 
scribed German opera as the “ sauerkraut 
opera” we cannot undertake to explain. 
Sauerkraut is, however, a heavy food, and 
may on that account be taken as the 
dietary analogue of intricate, contra- 
puntal, and polyphonous music. In ref- 
erence to its persistence and indigestibility 
it may be appropriately called, at the time 
of eating, the food of the future. It 
is pervading and general, like the ‘forest 
melodies” of WAGNER, and answers the 
function of an orchestral envelope to the 
“leit-motiv” of Frankfort sausage, to 
which it is the usual accompaniment. 
These. considerations may have led Col. 
MAPLESON to denote the performances of 
WaGNER, BEETHOVEN, and MEYERBEER at 
the Metropolitan Opera House by the 
general name of. ‘sauerkraut opera.” 
Another correspondent, who signs him- 
self ‘‘A Born American of. German De- 
scent,” is not at all puzzled, like the cor- 
respondent to whom we have thus far 
been replying, but he is extremely indig- 
nant. His indignation has led him to 
overlook the obvious fact that it was 
Col. MAPLESON and not THE TimEs that 
applied the epithet ‘‘ sauerkraut” to some 
form of opera other than Italian; for he 
observes with severity: ‘‘Talways thought 
THE TIMES was a paper for gentlemen 
to read; Isee it isnot.” He has produced 
a neat and effective repartee. to Col. 
MAPLESON’sS characterization of German 
opera, for he inquires tauntingly why 
‘the ash barrel opera left New-York last 
Fall” Until within a few years the Irish 
opera would have been supposed to be 
alluded to by this phrase, since the empty- 
ing of ash barrels was one of the public 
functions assumed by our fellow-citi- 
zens of Irish descent, and upon one St. 
Patrick’s.Day it was currently reported 
that the ash barrels were to be removed 
from the line of march on account of the 
inveterate habit of stopping at these re- 
ceptacles which the chargers in the pro- 
cession had formed. It appears, however, 
that our correspondent refers to the frugal 
and minute researches of: our Italian resi- 
dents into the contents of the ash barrels. 
Perhaps he intends to intimate that these 
industrious persons are retired prima 
donnas and tenors, driven into secluded 
industry by the change of the popular 
taste in music. Or perhaps he means only 
that the same persons explore the ash 
barrels in the dull season of Italian opera, 
and rejoin Col. MaPLEson’s chorus in the 
dull season of barrel exploration. 

It cannot be said that either of these 
rival epithets is accurate or exhaustive. 
The word ‘‘sauerkraut” does not convey 
a vivid sense of the dignity and grandeur 
of WAGNER’s music-dramas; neither does 
the word “ash barrel” convey in its full- 
ness the tunefulness, the vocal art, and 
the sensual charm that belong to the 
works of VerRpI and Donizetti. Perhaps 
it would be better to refer to the rival 
schools of dramatic music simply as 
‘“‘German” and ‘‘Italian” opera respect- 
ively. 


ADSENSE SLO NAA NERC 
The finding of a new indictment yester- 
day against BUDDENSIEK, his dummy, and 
two inspectors for manslaughter in the first 
degree was an act plainly in the interest 


of justice. Under such an indictment the 
jury may reduce the grade of man- 
slaughter if the evidence calls for such a 
reduction, whereas they cannot find a cul- 
prit guilty of a higher offense than 
that of which he is indicted. The 
new indictment is doubtless based upon 
that provision of the Penal Code which 
defines manslaughter in the first degree 
as homicide, committed without a design 
to effect death by a person engaged in 
committing or attempting to commit a 
misdemeanor. The misdemeanor in this 
case is a violation of the building law. 
The penalty for the offense now charged 
is imprisonment for not less than five nor 
more than twenty years. If the evidence 
sustains this indictment, there is no reason 


why full justice should not be done,

The opposition is due to prejudice 
that will in time pass away, and in all 
probability the time will come when ex- 
aminations like those now resisted will be 
approved and even required by the broth- 
erhood itself. 








GEN. GRANT’S IMPROVEMENT.

TAKING A SHORT WALK AND SHOWING 
SIGNS OF BETTER HEALTH. 


The smiling and expectant faces of 
Mrs, Sartoris aud Mrs. Jesse Grant drew the at- 
tention of passers along Sixty-sixth-street yes- 
terday afternoon to the east window of the Gen- 
eral’s sleeping room. They were looking down 
on the stoop. Presently the General came out. 
A red and gold silk scarf encircled his neck, 
showing above the collar of a heavy beaver 
overcoat. On reaching the sidewalk the Gen- 
eral turned toward Madison-avenue. Col. Grant 
was athis side, and Harrison walked behind. 
The General limped, and had use for a 


light cane. At the corner of Madison- 
avenue father and son turned back. The walk 
lasted five minutes. It was slow, but not spe- 
cially labored. Several salutations were re-- 
turned by the General, and to one or two who 
expressed pleasure at seeing him out he replied 
thankfully. ‘The walk did not seem to fatigue 
him, but Col. Grant passed an arm lightly under 
the General’s in going up the stoop. The ladies 
stood at the upper window until the General 
was again indoors. This was the General’s sec- 
ond outdoor venture yesterday. The first time 
was at noon, when he went driving, his son 
Ulysses and wife and Mrs, Jesse Grant attending 
him, Harrison taking the box with the driver, as 
on Monday. 

The General rose at 7 o’clock yesterday, after 
a night of continuous sleep. He had been peee 
by morphia, as usua), but he went to bed health- 
fully tired trom Monday’s outing. During yes- 
terday morning he moved at will about the sec- 
ond fioor. mindful, however, of the need of sav- 
ing his strength. He read his paper in the win- 
dow, looking out often. There was manifest im- 
provement in his iooks. A good deal of the sick 
chamber color and expression, which were ap- 
parent even as late as Saturday, had . softened 
and filled out,as should a convalescent's, indi- 
cating real departure from the condition of an 
invalid. The General was without medical at- 
tendance for more hours yesterday than for six 
weeks past. Dr. Douglas had staid in the house 
all night, but he slept as well as at home, and 
went away right after breakfast to remain until 
night. On leaving the house -he spoke of the 
General’s improvement, but said the ominous 
swelling at the base of the tongue continued as 
formerly, with slight sloughing. 

The General spent last evening very quietly. 
He was busy just before dark in mapping out 
work on his book, which Col. Grant and Gen. Ba- 
deau will perform. He sat, later, with the family 
in the library. Albert Bierstadt called, but saw 
only Col. Grant. When Dr. Douglas returned, at 9 
o‘clock, he found the General in some pain. The 
trouble at the base of the tongue hac again be- 
van to assert itself, and neuralgic pains had re- 
turned. Asthe annoyances were not at once 
allayed by the usual applications, the doctor 
said at once that he would stay all night. The 
General retired a little after 10 o’clock. He was 
reported quiet an hour later, having dozed off 
under an injection of morphia. 

In regard toareport from Washington that 
the General had heen treated with a Brazilian 
cancer cure, which had been sent to the State 
Department by Consul Atherton, at Pernam- 
buco, Dr. Douglas said the cure had been re- 
ceived, but was not used. Col. Grant explained 
that the doctors had decide against 1t, and that 
ended it as far as the family were concernea.

VERSARY DINNER. 

Gilt trimmings on military uniforms 
elittered in the gaslight of the dining room in 
the Hotel Brunswick last night. The Veteran

THE ADVICE OF THE UNITED PRESBYTERY 
TO MR. SMYTH’S CONGREGATION. 

The dissensions in the One Hundred and 
Sixteenth-Street United Presbyterian Church 
were again brought to the attention of the United 
Presbytery of New-York yesterday, in the form 
of a petition asking for the reinstatement of the 
Rev. Charles B. Smyth at the expiration of his 
appointment on June 30, and for the removal of 
certain members of the church who are opposed 
his retention. The reputation of the members 
mentioned was said to be odorous, anda belief 
was expressed that the church would be more 


prosperous after their removal. The petition 
was signed by 104 persons. The moment the 
clerk had finished the reading of it, Elder Kanney 
sprang to his feet. ** I move the paper be re- 
turned,” he shouted; ‘it’s scandalous to present 
such a document to this body.” 

A mild little man flustered up from a back 
seat and expressed the opinion that the author 
of the document was ungentlemanly and un- 
christian. The Rev. Mr. Smyth was moved 
almost if not quite to anger. 

**Mr. Moderator,” he cried, “I object to any 
man’s calling me unchristian. I dispese the con- 
tinuous scandals and backbitings that are going 
on here, and I—” 

Here the reverend gentleman was interrupted 
by the shouts of half a dozen of his bretheren of 
different opinions, each trying to make himself 
heard above the rest. Finally the voices of all 
were drowned in a general cry for order. 

**T have the floor and I insist on it,” said Mr. 
Smyth, hotly. 

* Well, hurry up then,” was the response of 
the Moderator. 

“Sir,” responded Mr. Smyth, “I wish you dis- 
tinctly to understand that I'll talk till I’m done,” 
and the person addressed was dumfounded. 

A second petition was presented by the op- 
position, asking for the appointment of the Rev. 
R. M. Hamilton to the Pastorate of the church. 
Both petitions were finally referred toa com- 
mittee, who later reported that the matter of 
selecting a Pastor would be deferred to another 
meeting. <All parties were advised to cultivate 
peace.

ITALIAN OPERA. 

Mile. Nevada appeared at the Academy 
@f Music last evening m “La Sonnambula.” 
Amina is the part in- which she originally came 
forth at the outset of the present season and 
the one in which she is heard to most advantage. 
Attention has already been given to the 
excellences and defects’ of the _ per- 
formance, and, noting the fact that the 
yolume of the prima donna’s voice has some- 
what increased since her début—while it was 
plain, toward the close of the opera, that her 
physical strength is if anything less equal than 
Jast Fall to the demands made upon it by the 
music and the action of ‘La Sonnambula”—the 
review of Mile. Nevada's first representation in 
this city might be reprinted as wholly applicable 
to last night’s incidents. The songstress’s 
tones are clear and occasionally vibrant, but 
they are neither warm nor Drilliant. Her 
execution of ornate measures is facile, her 
mezza voce scales are clear and smooth, 

nd her staccati are true and_ effective. 
infortunately, her work is deficient in freedom. 
No one believes fora minute that Mme. Patti's 
pplendid delivery of florid passages is natural 
nod spontaneous, but it conveys no suggestion 
of practice or effort, while Mile. Nevada’s—if 
the names of the two “es can fairly be 
mentioned in the same breath—calls up the 
teacher's watchful ear, the débutante’s timidity, 
andthe general uneasiness of the well-trained 
but not very gifted beginner. Mile. Nevada, 
however, pleased her audience at most points of 
the simple story to which Bellini has wedded 
some of his most tuneful and. long-lived 
numbers. Without repeating an oft-told tale, it 
may be said thatin the quick.movements, such 
as “Sovra il sen” and “Ah non giunge,” the 
rima donna was particularly successful, while 
he andantes were taken soslow!y as to lose much 
of their impressiveness. ‘‘Ah! non credea” 
was dragged out of all shape by this exaggera- 
jon of sentiment.’ In point of acting Mlle. 
Yevada is still stiff and studied, and there 
gre no indication that she wiil ever get beyond 
the conventionalism of her present efforts. The 
cast of * La Sonnambula” was in respect of the 
other personages as heretofore, Signor Vicini 
pertrarios Elvino‘and Signor Cherubini Rodo}fo. 
be tenor was a trifle more reserved than usual,

“ DENISE.” 
Miss Clara Morris made her reappear- 
Boce last evening, and Daly’s Theatre was 
crowded bya fashionable audience who affec- 
tionately welcomed her. There were many pres- 
ent who remembered that famous night 
in tbe old Fifth-Avenue. Theatre when 
the singular and fascinating talent of 
Miss Morris was first revealed in the 
character of Anne Sylvester,’ and who 
recalled her succeeding triumphs in Belot's lurid 
* Article 47” and the pathetic story of Alixe. 
Miss Morris is once more acting under the direc- 
tion of the manager who introduced her to 
New-York, and the play in which she 
has effected her re-entrance and will act for a 
brief season, was adapted, like so many other 
plays in her repertory, by Mr. Daly from a 
French original. The original in this case is ‘“* De- 
nise,"’ produced during the present year at the 
Tnédtre Frangais, the latest social study of the 
author of ** Le Demi-Monde” and “ Monsieur 
Alphonse.” ** Denise’ has excited much con- 
troversy in Paris, but it will excite none here. 
t will be regarded with curiosity, and while Miss 
orris acts in it at Daly’s Theatre it will unaues- 
tionably hola the attention of the mostintelligent 
playgoers. Afterward it will speedily be for- 
gotten. The social problem it deals with can 
awaken buta faint interest here, although M. 
Dumas and. his followers pretend to think it of 
vital importance in France. The question of 
its morality will tgarcely be discussed, 
and its clever but wholly specious logic will 
have absolutely no effect. Young girls, who 
in France would not be allowed to see such 
@ play even in the company of their moth- 
ers, will go to see it here with their sweet- 
earts and be none the worse for the experience. 
. Dumas’s theme und his treatment of it are 
wholly toreign to the fabric of American socie- 
ty; alas, that the knowledge of human nature, 
the observation, wit, ingenuity, and dramatic 
force displayed in the construction of the 
comedy should be wholly foreign to the 
American stage! For “* Denise,” even in 
its English shape, isan absorbing play; its logic 
may not convince, but its story interests 
us; we are charmed by the aptness and 
brillianey of the dialogue, moved by 
the few powerful scenes developed fin its 
action, while its characters are immediately 
recognized as rational human beings, although 
they move ina strange world and act under a 
@trained and unnatural «code of morals. Mr. 
Daly has accomplished the work of adaptation 
‘with reasonable success, retaining the meaning 
of the original and much of its substance. 
In. “ Denise” an upright, high-born, well-bred 
entleman is confronted with a tough probiem; 
+ loves a seemingly pure and virtuous girl, who 
is found to huve been the victim of a libertine. 
Shall he allow her to marry her betrayer and live 
unhappily, permit her to take the veil, or marry 
her himselt? hat is the problem. In working 
it out there is a great deal of hairsplitting over 
uestions of social ethics. The character of 
nise is not so exactly suited to Miss Morris as 
some others in which she has appeared—that is 
(to say, she does not seem to fit the character so 
closely to herself. Denise is a long-suffering per- 
eon without a touch of satanic fury in her com- 
‘position. Miss Morris's acting was marked in the 
‘earlier scenes, fraught witha strange, unex- 
Jained feeling of suspense, with a character- 
stic display of nervous energy and suppressed 
emotion: while neither vehemence nor 
(pathos were lacking in the -later scenes. 
‘ he -was admirably supported by Mr. 
Joseph Haworth, whose impersonation of the 
perpiexed hero was noteworthy for sustained 
jpower and refinement of manner; by Mr. H. A. 
eaver, whose acting as the father of Denise 
‘was earnest, natural, and in one scene 
marked by splendia force, and by Miss Helene 
Stoepel, who was charming as Marthe, the young 
sister of the hero. Miss Effie Germon, Mrs. 
‘Thomas Whiffen, Mr. Krank Losee, and Mr. A. 
— were acceptable in other important 


HERR SCHOTT’S RECITALS. 
| Herr Anton Schott, who, after the long 
2nd brilliant season of German opera at the 
Metropolitan, requires no introduction to the 
reader, gave the first of a series of recitals 
of German song at Steinway Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. The occasion brought to- 
gether a very large audience, and Herr Schott’s 
‘warm and earnest delivery and, when the nature 
pf tLe composition permitted it, powerful dec- 
Jamation, calied forth loud applause. The

A THREATENED RAILROAD STRIKE

LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS REFUSING TO SUB- 
MIT TO AN EXAMINATION. 

Troy, N. Y., April 21.—Serious trouble is 
apprehended between the locomotive engineers 
employed by the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company and the company. Some time ago the 
Directors made an order directing all employes 
to undergo an examination to test their hearing 
and eyesight. The appliances used in the test 
are acard or sheet of large letters for testing 
distant sight; a book or card of print for testing 
sight at a short distance; an adjustable frame for 
supporting the print to be read with a grad- 
uated rod attached for measuring the distance 
from the eye while reading; @ spectacle frame 
for obstructing the vision of either eye while 
testing the other; an assortment of colored 
yarns for testing the sense of color; a watch 
with a loud tick for testing the hearing; a book 
or set of blanks for recording the observations; 
a copy of an approved work on color bilndness. 
The engineers employed on the Albany and Sus- 
quebanna Division were informed by the Super- 
intendent that if they wished to retain their po- 
sitions they would be required to pass a 
satisfactory examination. The men so in- 
formed communicated witn the engineers 
employed on the other railroads operated by 
the company, and the result is that meetin 
have been held, at which the men unanimously 
decided that, while they were perfectly willing 
to submit to an examination where the code of 
signals in use by the company are used, they 
would not under any consideration consent 
to be examined with the appliances enumerated 
above. The decision of the brotherhood was 
communicated to Superintendent Hammond, 
who informed General Manager Young. The 
Jatter, it is said, telegraphed Superintendent 
Hammond to discharge every engineer who re- 
fused to submit tothe tests. All the engineers 
and firemen in the employ of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company belong to the brother- 
hood, and if any member is discharged for re- 
fusal to submit to the examination a general 
strike will be ordered all along the line.

WHO WAS SCOVIL’S PRINCIPAL? 


SIGNING HIMSELF IN A LETTER TO DE WOLF 
& SWAN AS HIS WIFE’S AGENT. 

In the suit of De Wolf & Swan, brokers, 
against Henry Day to recover $235,000 alleged to 
have been loaned to the lawyer through Wil- 
liam E. Scovil, his absconding stenographer, 
the testimony hitherto obtained—from the 
plaintiffs’ witnesses—went to show that in all 
of Scovil’s transactions in Wall-street he acted 
as Day’s agent, and not at all for himself. Mr. 
De Wolf has occupied the witness stand for the 
past two or three days, and on Monday 
afternoon his cross-examination was begun by 
Mr. Johu E. Parsons, counsel for Lawyer Day. 
After a running fire of questions relative to 
various transactions in which Scovil had been 
engaged, Mr. Parsons produced an agreement 
which showed De Woif & Swan to be indebted 
to Mrs. W. E. Scovil to an amount not named, 
and that they were to havea further loan from 
that lady of $15,000. which, together with the 
unnamed amount, was to be secured by bond 
and by an assignment of De Wolf’s seat in the 
Stock Exchange. By the agreement De Wolf & 
Swan were to keep their books open at all times 
for Mrs, Scovil’s inspection. 

De Wolf was asked about this agreement, and 
he said that at the time it was entered into his 
firm were not indebted to Mrs. Scovil. The 
“further loan’ was the only transaction they 
had with that lady, or rather in her name. for 
her husband acted for her. Mr. Parsons then 
~~ in evidence a letter written by Scovil on 

une 19, 1883, discussing this agreement between 
his wife and the broker’s firm, and which was 
signed ** W. E. Scovil, attorney and agent for 
Phoebe L. BScovil.” All this went to show, the 
defendants claimed, that in his transactions 
S8covil had represented that he acted not for 
Lawyer Day, but for his wife. Mr. Day, there- 
fore, was not the proper person to sue for the 
amourt. With the exception of a short time in 
the afternoon De Wolf was on the stand all day 
yesterday under cross-examination, but nothing 
new was elicited. The case will co on to-day. 

IRISH AGAINST WELSH. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 21.—Patrick 
Lawierand Ernst Williams, both miners and 
living at Parsons, quarreled about a year ago 
overagirl whom they both claimed as their 
sweetheart. The girl refused to marry either of 
them, but the feud between the two men only 


increased as time went on. They finally agreed 
to settle the matter bya ring fight. Last even- 
ing wasthe time and Snake Island the place. 
Work over in the mines, 200 men gathered on 
theisland. A 24-foot ring was pitched and both 
men stripped to the waist. Time was called by 
the seconds and the fight began. The two 
fought like bulldogs for about five min- 
utes, when Lawler’s second claimed a 
foul. The referee refused to allow. it. 
This raised a great howl among Lawler’s 
friends who cried **Shame!” The next moment 
they broke into the ring. Williams’s friends 
came promptly to the rescue and a general fight 
ensued. It was Irish against Welsh. Shots were 
fired, blackjacks and stones thrown, and last, but 
not least, 10 baseball bats were used as weapons, 
with one of the latter in the handsof Pat Lawler. 
John Lee received a fracture in the skull, Thomas 
H. Jones was struck in the rees “4 with a billy, 
and Richard Griffiths and Patsy McLone had sev- 
eral ribs broken. Many other persons were seri- 
ously injured. The greatest excitement ensued 
during the fight. The Burgess and three consta- 
bles with a posse made up of citizens finally dis- 
pees the mob. Sixteen arrests were made 
to-day.

KEILEY, LAWTON, AND JACKSON. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—While if is un- 
derstood that Mr. A. M. Keiley will not go to 
Italy as Minister, the State Department is very 
reticent about his case, as it is about that of 
Gen. Lawton, named for Minister to Russia, but 
not yet commissioned. The impression is that 
Mr. Keiley’s declination will be handed in, 
if ithas not yet been given to the President. 
The friends of Gen. Lawton insist that the 
letter containing his positive declination was 
sent from Savannah several days ago, but that 
the Administration hoped. to be able to induce 
him to withdraw it. Intimations are being made 
by Republicans that before long questions are to 
be put to the Administration in regard to the 
case of Mr. Jackson, appointed Minister to Mex- 
ico, that may cause embarrassment. Mr. Jack- 
son's disabiiities have not been removed, even 
by Presidential pardon, and it is asserted that 
it was the duty of the District Attorney at Sa- 
vannah, or in that district, as soon as he had dis- 
covered that a person laboring under political 
disapilities had secured a Federal office, to insti- 
tute a quo warranto proceeding to ascertain by 
what authority of law he should hold his place. 
It is maintained that such a cause would have 
precedence over all other business in Court, and 
that the law reauires that it be prosecuted toa 
determination without delay.

THE PRESIDENT'’S RECEPTION. 

The reception for the general public 
which the President wasto have held on the 
Tuesday evening of Easter: weék was postponed 
on account of the discouragivg bulletins of Gen. 
Grant's condition received that afternoon, To 
keep his promise to the people the President 
designated this evening. for holding the de- 
ferred levee, and elaborate preparations were 
made for the event. It was a sultry moonlight 
night, and the chief efforts of the attendants at 
the Mansion were directed to keeping the tem- 
perature of the roomsas low as possible. Before 
9 o'clock a line of waiting people extended from 
the dressing rooms, on the second floor, nearly 
to the outer gate, without a break in 
the solid column. tew minutes lJater the 
line extended entirely to the outer gate, and 
the upper corridors and the approaches to the re- 
ception rooms were solidly packed. It was a 
patient and orderly crowa, and the officers and 
attendants had no difficulty in keeping the line 
in order and more’ The parlors were elabo- 
rately decorated with palms and plants for the 
occasion. The conservatory was lighted and 
carpeted, and the Marine Band was grouped 
under the portrait of Thomas Jefferson in the 
entrance hall. The President, descending to the 
Blue Parlor to thé air of * Hail to the Chief,” 
had Mrs. Bayard on his arm, and the other ladies 
of the Cabinet followed with the Cabinet officers. 
Miss Cleveland, who entered on the arm of Sec- 
retary Bayard, wore atrained dtess of white otto- 
man silk, with front draped with point applique 
and low corsage, bordered with the same lace. 
Her hair was dressed high, in puffs and coils, 
with a cluster of smali crimson roses fastened 
at one side. Mrs. Bayard wore a rich dress of 
yellow frise velvet, with draperies Of point lace. 
Mrs. Endicott’s toilet was a corsage and court 
train of black velvet, with front of 
pink satin, covered with point applique 
flounces. Mrs, Whitney wore a toilet of black 
satin and jetted tulle, with low corsage and dia- 
mond ornaments. Miss Florence Bayard, io a 
dress of yellow satin and tulle. and Miss Endi- 
cott, in a white satin and tulle dress, 
stood back or the receiving line.

PRT EEL EB 
SHOT HIMSELF ON HIS WIFE'S GRAVE. 

Sr. Louis, April 21.—Emil Moncourt was 
found in the Centreville Cemetery this morning. 
His head was resting on his wife’s grave, 
and, \while he had shot himself, he was 
still alive, © although suffering from a 


fatal wound. Last night Moncourt §at- 
tempted to kill his brother-in-law, Andrew 
Touchette, a farmer living at Centerville. six 
miles out of East St. Louis, at the home of the 
latter. After failing in his attempt to murder 
Touchette Moncourt went to the Centerville 
graveyard, where his wife and Moncourt's sister 
were buried about nine months ago, and at the 
grave of the dead woman shot himself. Yester- 
day morning Mr. Touchette’ arose early and 
went out to attend to his daily duties about the 
farm. While he was chopping some wood in the 
rear of his residence, Moncodrt, who is sup- 
posed to have concealed himself about the prem- 
ises during the night, sprang out from behind a 
shed and, leveling a shotgun at Touchette’s head, 
took aim and fired. Touchette, however, when 
he saw Moncourt level his gun at him, threw 
himself tothe ground, and the charge did not 
strike him. He then jumped up quickly and 
dodged behind a woodpile. fearing that 
Moncourt would discharge the second bar- 
rel. His surmise was correct. and had he 
not executed the movement as_ quickly 
as he i he would undoubtedly have 
been killed. Asit was the shot went whizzing 
by in close proximity to his head. Moncourt 
seeing that he had.failed the second time took to 
flight immediately. Touchette was too fright- 
ened to institute any pursuit, and nothing was 
seen of the attempted murderer until he 
was found this morning in Centerville Ceme- 
tery lying beside his wife’s grave with the loft 
side of his face almost blown away, and hia shot- 
gun by his side. Father Merfuss, the Pastor 
of the village church, was the first to discover 
him, and, though yet alive, the man was in 
great agony. When asked to give the reason 
why he had attempted to murder his brother-in- 
law and to take his own life he refused to reply.

FREEDOM OF. WORSHIP. 


ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST THE BILL 
HEARD BY COMMITTEE. 
ALBANY, April 21.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Cities to-day gave a final hearing on 
the Freedom of Worship bill in the Assem- 
bly Chamber. There was a large attend- 
ance, including many ladies. Mr. McCann, 


| in view of the probable length of the session, 


suggested that argument be closely confined to 
the real merits of the bill. On behalf of the 
opponents of the measure Mr. Henry A. Cram 
discussed the bill from. a_ constitutional 
point of view. He spoke of the history 
of the Puritans, and claimed that inter- 
ference of the State with the church always 


resulted in persecution. Such history proved 
that the Constitution requires absolute absten- 
tion by the State from interference with re- 
ligious affairs. He contended that the same 
right was held to direct pagan and Catholic, 
and that priestcraft had been the ruin 
of nations. The House of Refuge owned 
Property, and the State had nothing to 
do with it. The State was a benefactor, but had 
no right to come into private property by legis- 
lation any more than into his private house. The 
American proposition was that the State should 
not give money to religious institutions, It had 
been violated, but the principle remained always 
the same, This act sought such violation, 
and the _ principle would soon be em- 
bodied in the. Constitution. If this act 
passed it would be the beginning of aterrible 
struggle, the end of which could not be foretold. 
This was the opening: the next object of attack 
would be the public schools. These were wild 
ideas of priests looking to the establishment 
of Catholicity as the religion of America. 
By thi measure the _ priest would be- 
come master. The bill created a new 
crime by the infliction of penal- 
ties for its infraction. A majority of the people 
opposed the bill. This was a case of a small 
minority infringing upon the sacred rights of 
the great majority. The Republicans would be 
obliged to answer for tbe passage of such a Dill 
tothe Republican majority of the State. This 
was an important consideration for Republicans 
on the committee and in the Legislature. r. 
Kingsley, representing the New-York Juvenile 
Asylum, also opposed the bill. 

Mr. Frederick R. Coudert, representing the 
Catholic citizens of New-York, made anelaborate 
argument in favorof the measure, He sincerely 
deprecated the spirit of misrepresentation, 
malignity, and unfairness shown by the 7 
ponents of the bill. Its friends, he declared, did 
not want any union of Churchand State. The 
Catholic Church had always ftiourished when 
she had treedom. She was thoroughly 
democratic. She know no _ distinction of 
birth. The Catholic Cnurch was the church of 
the poor, and it was their children who suffered. 
This bill did not take away anything from any- 
body. The House of Refuge was in fact a Prot- 


‘estant institution. Everything was going along 


smoothly and nicely,and these gentlemen did not 
desire their present equanimity to be disturbed. 

hat was all there was of it. What this 
bill proposes was already done all over 
Europe and in several States of the Union. The 
Catholics were the real martyrs. They were for 
real freedom of worship. This bill takes away 
nothing and it gives something. Public opinion 
had been felt by the Governor, who put his 
finger upon its pulse and said this thing should 
be done. The talk about constitutional limita- 
tion was, in Mr. Coudert’s opinion, nothing less 
than childish. 

Dr. King, representing the Evangelical Alli- 
ance and Associated Charities of thecity of New- 
York, closed the argument in opposition to the 
bill, which Jasted until nearly midnight. 

The committee, in executive session, decided by 
& unanimous vote to report the bill for the con- 
sideration of the House. The full committee 
was present. The vote stood 6 to 5, and was 
afterward made unanimous, 





LAWYER SECOR’S EXPERIENCE, 


FOUND UNCONSCIOUS IN A CELL OF THE 
COLLEGE POINT JAIL. 

Mr. William H. Secor, the well-known 
lawyer of this city, lives.in a large country villa 
surrounded with pretty grounds and overlook- 
ing the Long Island Sound at College Point, 
Long Island, Last Saturday Mr. Secor went 
home from his business somewhat under the 
influence of liquor. After he had been 
home a little while he became abusive, 
and his manner and actions frightened 


his wife and his two nieces, Mrs, Wilson and Miss 
Terry, who were visiting at the house. Fearing 
violence, at the suggestion of Mrs, Wilson the 
wife sent tor a constable to come and stay with 
Mr. Secor. It was impossible for a constable to 
do so,and then Mrs. Wilson went up to Justice 
of the Peace Hunald and made a complaint of 
disorderly conduct against her uncle. She said 
he had made a feint to assault her, and she had 
feared he would strike her. 

The Justice issued a warrant and Secor was 
arrested. He was then taken to the village jail. 
as he did not furnish the $500 bail necessary for 
his release. He remained there until Monday 
morning, when he was found in his cell, lying in 
acorner, apparently unconscious, and his face 
covered with blood. He was taken to his home, 
and Dr. Ferrer summoned in haste. He had 
been seized with fainting fits while in the jail, 
and in one of them had apparently fall- 
en on the fioor. His tongue was badly 
cut with his teeth and his heaa slightly bruised. 
This caused a story to be circulated that he had 
attempted to commit suicide. Owing to his 
continued weakness his family became most 
anxious as to his condition. Last night, how- 
ever, he was feeling much better and was able 
to converse, thousrh his tongue troubled him 
considerably. Heisoutof all danger, however. 
Mrs. Secor did not think that her husband would 
be taken to jail when she sanctioned bis arrest. 
She supposed that the constable would simply 
take him away and look after him till he became 
sober. 

Mr. Secor is a Village Trustee of College Point. 
He claims that the Justice had no right to send 
him to jail on the charge made and proposes to 
make a fight about it.

INQUIRING INTO THE WRECK OF 
BUDDENSIEEK’S HOUSES. 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST—HAUG IN JAIL 
FOR CONTEMP?---BUDDENSIEK, BRANCK, 
DAILEY, AND MACKEY PLEAD. 

Coroner Martin was on his mettle yes- 
terday. He insisted upon his right to ask of 
the witnesses in the Buddensiek investication 
any questions he pleased in spite of the protests 
of the lawyers. :The investigation was reopened 
at 10 o'clock. The Coroner, noticing that 
neither Buddensiek nor Franck was in the 
room, asked where they were. He was told that 
they were pleading to an indictment found 
against them by the Grand Jury. Buddensiek 
afterward appeared; Franck did not appear, as 
he had been remanded to jail. 

August Todenbusch, the first witness, said that 
he was the foreman of the bricklayers employed 
on the fallen houses. He had been employed by 
Franck. He told Franck there should be more 
sand in the mortar. He complained about the 
quality of the mortar several times. Sometimes 
Franck made no answer to his complaints. . At 
other times he said he couldn’t help it. Once he 
told him that Buddensiek would not furnish bet- 
ter materials. Buddensiek was in and around 
the buildings every day. Toa juror the witness 
said: ** We often laid a row of bricks without 
‘any mortar between them.” He also said that 
the walis had been built plumb, but hadn’t re- 
mained so on account of the poor quality of the 
mortar. Charies Shewerger testified that he had 


worked on the walls until they reached a height 
of four stories; then he quit. The higher the 
Walls grew the more satisfied he became that 
they would not stand. 

Marc Ejidlitz,-who has been a builder for 30 
years, said the foundations had first given way. 
The material in them was poor. If they had 
stood the walls would not have fallen. The 
mortar was of no use, and the walls would have 

as strong without it, Plumb walls would 
Stand in spite of poor mortar. He knew of 
many buildings, which were occupied, in which 


‘Buddensiek. Testimony of a similar character 
“was given by Robert L. Darragh, Norman B. An- 
drews, John J. Tucker, and Richard Deems. 
John R. Shields, Record Clerk in the Building 
Bureau, testified that a complaint against the 
uiidings had been made on Jan. 19, and had 
been acted upon by the Fire Commissioners on 
the same day. A notice was posted on the 
buildings, as the owner could not be found, The 
notice instructed the owner to strengthen the 


Walls. 

Gothold Haug, the reported owner of the fall- 
en buildings, testified that he lived in East 
Eighty-fourth-street and had been employed 
as a watchman in Fifty-seventh-street by 
Buddensiek for over a year. At this junct- 
ure Haug’s counsel, W. . Moore, dis- 
covered that his client did not. understand 
English. though he had answered all ques- 
tions without apparent difficulty. He was pro- 
vided with an interpreter. The interpreter in- 
structed Haug not to tell the name of his em- 
ployer, though he had already doneso. Haug 
modded obedience in a helpless way to_ his 
counsel, who was supported in his stand by 
W. F. Howe. The latter said the witness 
would not answer questions which, under the 
circumstances, were not admissible. The Coro- 
‘ner lost his temper and said: ** I’m inclined to 
admit questions which are not admissible.” The 
Coroner asked Haug by whom he was em- 
‘ployez. Haug, under instruction, refused to 
veanswer. After a jong wrangle, participated in 
‘by the Coroner, Haug’s: counsel, Mr. Howe. and 
iPeoputy District Attorney Fitzgerald, Haug an- 
iswered the question as he had before. The wit- 
mess said Buddensiek paid him a dollara day, 
-but.refused to say whether or not he owned any 
property on Sixty-seconc-street. : ‘ 

**Very well,” said Coroner Martin. “Then I'll 
commit you for contempt.” ; 

Haug’s counsel was dumfounded for a mo- 
ment, but then jumped to bis feet and told the 
‘Coroner he couldn’t doit. The Coroner said he 
could and he would andhe did. Haug wastaken 
tothe Tombs. As the officer was about to leave 
‘tthe room with Haug, Mr. Moore said that he 
wished his client to sign an application fora 
writ of habeascorpus. Coroner Martin hesitated | 
foramoment, when Mr. Moore said; “A refusal 
to:grant bim this right is a misdemeanor.” ' 
* I care nothing for threats,” replied the Coroner, 
* Haug can sign.” He did so, and was taken 
away. Mr. Moore made application before Judge 
Barrett fora writ of habeas corpus. Tbe writ 
Was granted, but was made returnable in the, 
morning, so that Haug spent the night in the }' 


'oin bs. ‘ 

The last witness of the day was George W. + 
Spitzer, Buddensiek’s bookkeeper. This posi- 
tion. he said-he had occupied for nearly four 
years. In addition to being a bookkeeper he:* 
Was an architect, he said. He furnished plans {' 
when -he couid get any money for them. He 
bad made drawings for other buildings than 
those of Buddensiek. He made drawings for 
Haug: Buddensiek told him to doso. He had 
known Haug for a year. Haug was employed 
by Buddensiek as a watchman. Buddensiek 
told .witness to draw plans of the houses on. 
West Sixty-second-street, and he had done so.! 
He had not been paid forthem. The specifica- 
tions were mace out in Gotthold Haug’s name. 
Haug must have owned the houses or he; 
wouldn’t have sworn he did. The witness was 
asked by the Coroner if he understood he was 
ander oath. He answered affirmatively. He 
saw the bills forthe materials of which houses 
were built. The bills were in Buddensiek’s 
name. Buddensiek paid them. The witness did 
not see Haug sign the specifications. Haug 
signed the application. The witness made it 
outand gave it to Haug to have it attestea. 
The witness was instructed to make out the, 
The investigation 
will be continued this morning. ‘ 

Buddensiek and Franck, with Thomas W,‘ 
Dailey and Robert V. Mackey, the former build- { 
ing examiners, were taken yesterday into the, 
Court of Special Sessions to plead to the indict- 
ments of manslaughter in the first degree. The 
indictment formerly found against Buddensiek 
and Franck, charging them with manslaughter 
in the second degree, was'superseded by another ' 
jointly charging the builders and examiners 
with manslaughter in the first degree. The in- 
dictment cherges that Buddensiek and Franck ' 
in erecting. the fallen buildings intended to be 
occupied by human beings for dwelling purposes 
did willfully neglect and omit to cause the 
walls of the buildings.to .be properly built 
and solidly put together, and in consequence 
of this. willful and gross neglect caused the 
déath of Louis Walters. The indictment further 
charged that Dailey and Mackey were willfully 
and feloniously invoived in the commission of 
the crime of manslaughter. Counsel for Bud- 
densiek and Franck entered a plea of not guilty, , 
and reserved the right of withdrawing that plea 
and of entering demurrers to the indictment.. 
Buddensiek then retired with his bondsmen, and ° 
bail at $5,000 each was required of Dailey pnd 

O-

THE MOULTON ESTATE’S - MONEY, 

—_——— 

THE TRANSACTION OF JAMES D. FISH AND 
ONE OF THE EXECUTORS. 

James D. Fish was cross-examined by 
Robert Sewell for two hours yesterday. He told 
once more his plaintive tale of how Ferdinand 
Ward had deceived him by giving him large 
profits on his investments with Grant & Ward, 
and then inducing him to.invest all those profits, 
so that when the firm became insolvent he was 
bereft of all his money. 

*“ Ward completely fooled you, did he not?” 
‘said Mr. Sewell. 

“ Quite so,” placidly responded Fish. 

Coming down to the maiter in dispute be- 
tween Samuel Bingham: and Mrs. Moulton, as 
Executors of the will of Geurge.S. Moulton and 


tne Receiver of the Marine Bank, Fish admitted 
that when he took the $50,000 trom Bingham he 
knew he was dealing with a dead man’s estate, 
The $50,000, he said, was sent to him by Bingham 
of the latter's own motion and without solicita- 
tion from him. Bingham sent it-to have it in- 
vested in a profitable business, but told him that 
he wanted a certificate of deposit from the’ 
Marine Bank in order to comply with the re- 
quirements of Connecticut law respecting Trust- 


ees. 

Fish ha¥ing left the stand, the defendant 
rested his case, and then John R. Dos Passos 
moved that the court direct a verdict -for the 
plaintiffs on the ground that the Moulton estate 
should not be deprived of a great part of its 
assets because of the unofficial agreement made 
by Fish to Jet Mr. Bingham make some interest 
on the deposit beyond that allowed by the bank. 
Judge Peckham cut short the argument by re- 
marking that there were some phases of .the 
case revealed by the testimony of Mr. Fish 
which made it a proper case for the 
jury. Mr. Dos Passos then called Sam- 
uel Bingham to the witness stand. “I 
heard through my son, W..H. Bingham, a 
broker of this city,” he said, * that there wete 
large orofits made with money used by James D. 
Fish. I went to see Mr. Fish at the Marine Bank 
and said to him that une deposits made by me in 
the bank were very vaiuable and he ought to re- 
gord them as such. He admitted that he was 
making a good thing, and was willing to let me 
participate.”” The witness saidthat as to the 
trust funds of the Moulton estate he told Fish 
he -would accept no other responsibility than 
that of the bank. He never authorized the use 
of the ‘trust funds in the business of Grant & 
Ward. Everything tothe contrary said by James 
D. Fish was totaily false. Mr. Bingham was re- 
ferred toa book ot the Marine National Bank 
in which was a record of a loan from the bank 
tohim. He denied that he ever got such a loan. 
In cross-examining him Jobn E. Develin called 
Mr. Bingham’s attention to the written agree- 
ment made between him and James D, Fish, un- 
der which he was to receive 134 per cent. per 
month on deposits made in the bank by “ Bing 
ham.” He answered that he was not personally 
to receive the interest. His son, H. Bing- 
ham, was to get it. There were two reasons for 
this. The first was that his son bad told him of 
the good character of the business. The second 
grew out of his * paternal love.” , 

“Then,” said Mr. Develin, *“‘your paternal 
love led you to deposit trust funds on which 

your son was to receive interest beyond that al- 
owed to the estate?” 

After much circumlocution the witness admit- 
ted this to be the fact. A juror asked him how 
much the estate received on its funds and how 
much went to William H. Bingham and others, 
He answered that the estate never got morethan 
6 per cent. His colleague, Mrs. Moulton, he 
said, knew nothing of the agreement with Fish. 
He had never debated with himself as to whether 
a legitimate business could yield such immense 
profits as were indicated by the large interest 
paid on the deposits, He never knew that the 
money went to Grant & Ward. He thought it 
was used by Fish in discounting notes of per- 
sons having large contracts. 

Judge Peckham let the case go tothe jury, 
with directions to bring in asealed verdict, for 
the determination of the question as to whether 
the certificate of deposit was properly issued by 
James D. Fish while President of the Marine Na- 
tional Bank to Bingham, or was a mere cover to 
conceal the wrongful use of the trust funds of 
the Moulton estate.

When asked if he could swear 
that workmen did not go about in shirt sleeves 
and dirty blouses last Sunday the witness said 
“he could rot. ; 

Several witnesses testified to thp good manage- 
ment of the cemetery, and then the commission 
adjourned, to meet at the same place to-morrow 
2 morning at 9:80.

"DR.: SEGUIN AND A NURSE TESTIFYING IN 
' THE WILL CONTEST, 

Senator William M. Evarts and Rastus 
S. Ransom ‘yesterday came to the assistance of 
Joseph H. Choate, Elihu Root, and Joseph Kunz- 
man in their struggle to uphold the validity of 
Jesse Hoyt’s will against the determined efforts 
of ex-Gov. Benjamin F. Butler, of Massachusetts; 
Gen. Roger A. Pryor, and ex-Judge Fullerton, on 
behalf of Mary Irene Hoyt, to destroy its valid- 
ity, before the Surrogate. Dr. E. C. Seguin was 
again put upon the stand and asked to read 
from his “case book” what he had written con- 


cerning Miss Hoyt’s mental condition after his 
examination on Feb. 23, 1882. 

Dr..Seguin found that his memorandum said 
substantially what he testified to upon the 
stand, from memory, the day before, that her 
‘manner was positive and petulant, and that she 
had theair of one having a grievance; that her 
ideas were well connected, and in certain parts of 
her narrative she wept angrily. Dr. Seguin also 
read a memorandum of conversation with 
Jesse Hoyt concerning his daughter’s condition 
.on the 10th of the following March. Jesse Hoyt 
had told him that Mary’s condition was normal 
during her girlhood, ana until she was 22 or 23 
years of age. She was very fond of music and 
disliked history. She was an only child, and 
moderately imperative in her demeanor. Her 
-parents had never interfered in her love affairs, 
‘but she herself did not know her own mindin 
what mignt have been matrimonial matters, in 
one case in particujar, though her parents never 
thought these affairs amounted tomuch. Ske 
told her father that she could control her tem- 
per, but that she wouldn’t. Several times she 
jocked her parents out of the house, and once 
her father had to climb in a window at night to 
get into the house. There was no known use of 
alcohol or morphia. She sometimes in fits of 
anger used profane language and tipped over 
the furniture, and once she struck her mother. 
Her father did not like to admit u moral cause 
for her actions. Sheclaimed that he owed her 
$100,000 as damages for having kept her once in 
anasylumin Middletown, and sbe ran around 
to Judges and lawyers about it. Her father 
thought that she was sufficiently rational to 
have charge of money or to go upon a journey. 

Dr. Sezuin testified that Miss Hoyt had none 
of the symptoms of mania except breaking 
furniture. 

“That’s not an infallible symptom bv any 
means,” said the ex-Governor of Massachusetts, 
** It’s not an indication of insanity, is it, when a 
young man breaks the furniture at Delmon- 
ico’s? 

“That's not a guestion for an expert,” re- 
marked Senator Evarts. 

* Well, will you answer it?’’ retorted the ex- 
Governor, turning upon the Senator. 

‘*Of course,” said Mr. Evarts wearily. “It’s no 
indication at all. We all do that.” 

. Alfred Faucett, a broad-shouidered, big-bearded 
six-footer, testitied that he was a professional 
nurse, and had helped to take Miss Hoyt to tke 
asylum at Frankfort. He was assisted by Mrs. 
Snook and Mr. Ellis, who were directed by Mr. 
Hoyt’s nurse Bailey. It was on Monday, June 5, 
1882. .When they came into the house Miss Hoyt 
hid in a closet in her room, and they had a 
struggle before she could be brought down 
stairs. She screamed to Bailey to help her. 
Samuel Hoyt and Jesse Hoyt, Jr., were with 
them. Samuel! Boyt, Miss Hoyt, Mrs. Snook, and 
the witness rode to the Jersey City ferry in a 
carriage, followed by Jesse Bove. Jr., and Ellis 
in a coupé. Miss Hoyt wept all the way down 
in the carriage, and said: ‘*Oh! Uncle Samuel, I 
never thought you would do this to me!’’? She 
kept talking about $100,000 that she said. her 
tather owed her, and said that going to an asy- 
lum would be a blight on her life, because no 
one would marry a woman who bad been in an 
insane asylum. Her uncle laughed at this, and 
said he would marry her himself in that case. 
Before they reached the ferry Miss Hoyt faint- 
ed, and they had to take her to a drug store to 
revive her. Faucett said that none of her actions 
or words seemed extraordinary to him under the 
circumstances, except the mention of the 
$100,000. 

Mr. Butler said that that would be explained, 
and, after he had called Mr. Evarts to produce 
the committal papers upon which Miss Hoyt bad 
been. sent to-the asylum at Frankfort, the case 
was adjourned until this morning.

TESTIMONY IN THE TRIAL OF CAPT. BRACK-

$ In the trial of Capt. Brackett and James 


S$. Chalker on a charge of receiving bribes, in the 


.United States Circuit Court yesterday, Gen. 


Palmer was. cross-examined. He said that no 
complaint had been made against Watson & 
Girdwooa’s importations previous tothe time 
of theimportation on the State of Georgia, Dec. 
13, 1888. However, Capt. Chaiker had reported 
to him‘ before that he . believed there was 
an‘ undervaluation in the importations, 
but sufficient evidence was’ not gained to in- 


stitute a complaint. Appraiser - Ketchum 
testified as to the discovery of the undervalua- 
He asked a number of linen merchants to 
examine the goods, and they agreed that an ad- 
vance of from 15 to 25 per cent. should be made. 
Appraiser Ketchum then ordered an advance of 
15 per cent. He was somewhat astonished soon 
after at being told: by Capt. Chalker that the 
invoices had been. sent to the Collector with an 
advance of only 94% per cent. noted. He ordered 
the invoices to be returned, and personally at- 
tended to their being sent back to the Collector 
with the right advance on their face. Appraiser 
Ketchum stated that Capt. Chalker was the only 
one who helped himin investigating this case, 
and he had always found him a faithful officer. 
Samuel Houston, a Custom House broker, told 
of his transactions with Girdwood & Watson. 
He had been employed by that firm, and when 
the undervaluation trouble came he recom- 
mended the firm to employ Richard D. Jackson 
to attend to the business, as that gentleman had 
bad much experience in such matters. Jackson 
required a retainer of $1,000 at first. When 


.the business was settled by Jackson, Gird- 


wood & Watson promising« to pay the 15 
per cent. on future invoices, Houston took 
$4,750 to Jackson. This, he said, was Jack- 
son’s fee, the $750 being for expenses. He 
himself received $500. Not a word had ever been 
said of paying any of this money to Govern- 
ment officials, nor had such a thing been sug- 
gested.

THE MARIE£-GARRISON CASE SETTLED BY THE 
PAYMENT OF $1,000,000. 

The complicated litigation which, under 
under the title of ‘the Marié-Garrison case,” has 
commanded the attention of the courts and the 
public for about nine years was settled yesterday, 
upon payment to the plaintiffs of $1,000,000. On 
the application of one of the counsel for Peter 
Marié and his associate plaintiffs, Judge Sedg- 
wick granted an order of discontinuance yester- 
day morning. The cause of this voluntary set- 
tlement of a protracted, tedious, and expensive 


litigation is said to bea feeling on the part of 
the defendant that the case would last nine years 
more if allowed to wind its tortuous way through 
lerai processes. Commecdore Garrison was per- 
sonally desirous that the matter should be set- 
tiled withont turther loss of time and money. 

Suit was brought in 1875 against Commodore 
C. K. Garrison ‘by Peter Marié, N. A. Cowdrey, 
Robert L. Cutting, and others to compe! him to 
fulfill an alleged contract to give the plaintiffs 
stock of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company 
in place of stock of the Pacific . Railroad. Com- 
pear of Missouri. Their ciaim was that they 

ad withdrawn bg cae tag to the foreclosure of 
a mortgage made by the latter company on con- 
dition that Commodore Garrison would buy in 
the mortgaged property, reorganize the com- 
pany, and give them a certain number of shares 
of the new stock. They asserted that the Com- 
modore got anotheg person to buy in the prop- 
erty, with the-hope of evading the performance 
of his contract to give them the stock, the value 
ot which theyestimated at $5,000,000. The case 
has been before Referee Theodore W. Dwight 
for about three years. 

Mr. Meliville C, Day, speaking in behaif of Mr. 
Garrison yesterday, said that the settlement 
completely disposed or the litigation in all of 
its phases. Mr. Garrison paid $500,000 of the 
sum which was.given to the plaintiffs, and it is 
understood that Jay Gould and his friends, who 
control the Missouri Pacific and other roads 
which were involyed inthe suit, furnished the 
remaining half million. The news of the settle- 
ment of the suit reached Wall-street early in the 
afternoon, and sent the price of Missouri Pacifio 
stock up 4 points,
